TIEN-TSIN. 

Mr. Mongan, who has been for some time Acting-Consul at 
Tien-tsin, proceeds to England by next mail. All communi- 
cation with the North by sea is now closed for the winter. The 
annual races had just come off at Tien-tsin. 

SHANGHAT, 

‘An engagement with the rebels had occurred at Pao-kong, a 
large village about twelve miles north-east of Tsing-poo, on the 
road between that city and Kah-ding. Colonel Burgevine 
(Ward's successor), having been informed that a large force of 
rebels was encamped in that direction, proceeded with a foree 
of 1,000 of his drilled Chinese, on the 12th November, to look 
out for the enemy. On reaching Pao-kong, it was found that 
about 10,000 Taipings had intrenched themselves strongly in 
a camp of fifteen stockades. Nothing was done that day, but on 
the following day four guns and two mortars were put in position, 
and the place was gallantly carried after an hour's firing, The 
storming party was led by a brave young Chinese officer named 
Wong-ce-poo, to whom Admiral Hope had presénted a sword for 
gallantry, ‘This young soldier, however, was mortally wounded, 
The Taiping Chief, Wo-wang, was also killed after he had rallied 
his men several times, ‘The rebel loss is set down at 2,300 
killed, and that of Colonel Burgevine at five killed and fifteen 
wounded. This looks like exaggeration. An English surgeon 
attended to the wounded men. This is the most effective 
display that has yet been made by unassisted Chinese troops. 

Later news states that the large body of rebels which had 
been reported as marching on Naz iang, had been encountered 
at Sza-chiang-kou, a place beyond Wang-du, by a body of Honan 
Imperialists, and drilled Chinese, led in person by the Governor 
of the Province, who totally routed them. They are said to 
have retreated in great confusion to Kun-shan. 

The following account of the expedition to Kahding has been 
communicated to the China Muil. It will form an interesting 
supplement to the news communicated in our last number :— 

Burgevine and Kingsley’s men had moved on some two miles in ad- 
vance, and at six next morning everything was in motion on to Kahding, 
the Chinese musketeers leading the way. About two hours fouud the 
advance guard close to Kahding, and blazing away vazuely with two Little 
howitzers, to let the rebels know that the barbarians were coming, and that 
it was in order that Kahding should fall, But their ardour is soon 
checked, and the work of the Staff begins. Already they had suffered, 
riding on ahead, without waiting for the bridges to be repaired. Every 
field had its adventure, and every bridge its triumph. Happily one only, 
a Chinese, was hurt, and the heads started to reconnoitre without delay. 
It is a question whether we are to have a fight. Flags are seen, but 
they prove nothing. On goes the General to a post of observation 
when a bang and a round shot over his head eettles our misgivings; all 
doubts are satisfactorily settled, and a smile of grim satisfaction sufluses 
every face. No sillagers are to be seen, and the country once so smiling 
is a desert, so all information required must be obtained by ourselves. 
Having ascertained that the rebels are standing to their guns, and by the 
practice they are making may give us some difliculty, the engineer goes 
off to sce where to place our guns, and pickets and sentries are posted all 
around.

It is a stain on these expeditions that precautions 
are not taken to restrain the whole force, as they are already done to 
restrain that portion the least prone to these atrocities. Sad enough are 
the effects of the bombardment—a heap of bodies in this court-yard, all 
sent to the next world by an eight-inch messenger; a child with its head 
off, lying in the doorway; a strong man hideously crushed by a fallen 
beam. These sights are pitiable enough, but it is a horrible sight to see 
a poor miserable grey-haired man have his brains blown out by a creature 
calling itself a soldie: and a civilised being ; and such sights are seen, Of 
loot there is little, the garrison was afighting one, and the wealth and the great 
chiefs found on the first visit to Kahding were no longer there; and though 
Ward's men and the French, who alone were allowed to loot, were loadéd 
with buncles, these were in the majority of cases old clothes or cloth only, 
| not as before, sycee and silk. It did not take long to become satisfied 
that there was nothing to see; the Treasury was empty, the chief's houses 
co handsomely furnished before, were seedy and disreputable; and the 
fights for the little loot there was raade the nrcupation more dangerous 
than the assault, and soon the town was left to its legitimate possessors, 
the Chinese—of whom an army had marched up, imperfect to our ideas 
as far as arms and equipment, but a fine set of men, and in a certain state 
of order; and it was a cause for congratulation that we should leave the 
place in better hands this time than when we took it before. 

The races appear to have been held with great success. The

“This was the race of the day, and the one on which was con- 
centrated the chief interest; inasmuch as some of the best 
racers in Shanghai were pitted against each other, while a new 
feature of allowing professional jockeys to ride, was introduced 
for the first time. Of seven horses entered, four started, tivo 
of which, Pons Asinorum and Robin Hood, were ridden by pro- 
fessionals, one of whom has had fourteen years’ experience as a 
jockey. Off they went at a moderate pace, Eskdale leading 
the way for the first quarter of a mile without much trouble, 
when Pons and Robin crept up to him in a ruck, leaving Chat- 
terbox behind, as they reached half round the course. ‘Turning 
the corner, homeward bound, the race was close, when Pons 
begin to flag, and Robin Hood was pressing close ou Eskdale, 
Bat it was of no avail, that fine horse showed that he possessed 
speed and stamina yet, and his gentleraan rider knew how to 
handle his steed with coolness and judgment against professional 
experience, and he brought in Eskdale a winner, ainidst the 
plaudits of the a-sembled throng; with Robin Hood a good 
second, aud Pons Asinorum nowhere. Time 2m. 58 sec.” 

On the second day The Bachelor's Cup, value 150 guineas, 

presented by the bachelors of Shanghai, was easily won by 
Captain King’s Eskdale. his was the first race in Shanghai 
in which all were professionals, The Drawing Room Stakes, 
value 160 guincas, also presented by the bachelors, were won 
by Captain King’s Forester so easily that he was literally 
pulled up by his rider and walked past the winning post, 
There was also a steeplechase, the first in Shanghai, the 
prize being the Garrison Cap value £100. It was won by 
arkham’s Miss Mowbray. 
The fictitious Windham, who arrived some time ago at 
Shanghai, and announced himself as of Felbrigge Hall, Norfolk, 
has decamped from the Settlement in debt.

The Shanghai Recorder writes :—“The Juanpore from Lon- 
don has just arrived bringing a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition for Ward’s corps of disciplined Chinese. The 
cargo consists of twelve 12-pounder howitzers, ten thousand 
stand of arms, together with one million rounds of ammuni- 
tion for the small arms, and a considerable quantity of shot 
and shell for the howitzers. These have been purchased from 
the English Government, aud have been drawn from Woolwich, 
Purfleet, and Weedon.” 
¢ Mr. M. Robinct, of the firm of Thomas Hunt and Co., met 
with a serious accident on the 14th November, that gentleman 
having fallen into the hold of a vessel a depth of fifteen feet. 
Little hope at first was entertained of his life, but he is now said 
to be progressing favourably. 

Brigadicr-General Staveley has issued an order that the left 
wing of the 5th Bombay N. L. I. is to remain in Shanghai until 
the spring, under command of Major ‘Taylor, but the head- 
quarters and band have returned by the Dalhousie. ‘The de- 
tachment of the 22nd Bombay N. I, lately arrived by the 
FHesper, would relieve the detachment of H. M. 31st Regiment 
at Fawha. A ficld force that had left the Scttlement for Nan- 
zing, consisting of 200 of the 31st, 200 Beloochees, with two 
mountain howitzers and four mortars, under command of 
Colonel Hough, afterwards returned to Shanghai, leav! 500 
French and a large body of Imperialists at that post—which 
has been strongly intrenched by the latter. 

. HANKOW. 

The busy season is over. The rebuilding of the city con- 
tinues, and, in a year, the whole will have been rebuilt. The 
sickness which had been so prevalent in Shanghai and clse- 
where had not reached Hankow. The bands of robbers, which 
had appeared within thirty miles of ‘the city, have since re- 
treated, and are understood to be crossing the border into 
Honan, where the people are used to their constant presence. 
These banditti were not considered really dangerous, as, being 
badly armed, they always disappeared before the troops sent 
against them. . 

A fearful fire broke out at Hankow on the morning of the 
2nd of Novembe, which swept away about 650 houses in onc 
of the most thriving parts of the town on the Han River, The 
fire broke out in a tallow chandler’s, the coolle watching the 
boiling tallow having fallen asleep and allowed it to boil over, 
The large hongs were principally filled with paper, oil, tallow, 
sugar, seaweed and hemp, and the property destroyed is esti- 
mated at about 750,000 tacls. One old man and two children 
were burnt to death, 





NINGPO. 


A French contingent is in course of organisation. The 
country is quiet, but reports of the rebels being on the march 
for Ningpo are constantly circulated. 

A newspaper correspondent writes:—“The Taoutai of 
Ningpo has deserted his Yamun and fled, nobody knowing his 
whereabouts, It appears that he was going through the city, 
when some of Ward's disciplined Chinese would not salute him 
ashe passed ; but, on the contrary, were insolent. On this 
His Excellency ordered some of them to be seized and carried 
to his Yamun, where they were severely beaten. On being 
liberated they immediatcly repaired to their quarters, and having 
consulted with their comrades, a large number proceeded in 
arms to the Taoutai’s Yumun, scized him, dragged him out, and 
beat him in return, The Taoutai immediately sent off to Capt. 
Dew for assistance, who landed with a party of men from the 
Encounter, and without attempting to arrest the perpetrators, 
shot down several ; some were afterwards secured, and, doubt- 
leas, will be beheaded. His Excellency the Taoutai has deserted 
the city, and Capt. Dew is in charge.” 

ANKING. 

The long expected attempt of the Imperialists to capture 
Nanking is now likcly to come off successfully with the assistance 
of the Russiaus, Tho Tarter General, Tob, of the garrison of 
Ching-chow, in the same province as Hankow, has been ordered 
by the Government to join the besieging force at Nauking ; he 
has just gained some victories over the Shen-si rebels. The 
Imperial Government has chartered several steamers for the 
conveyance of troops and stores. General Burgevine commands 
the Imperialists,

To him we owe it that that vast city has not 
exchanged its industrious population for a horde of rebel sol The 
allied commanders have saved the Consular ports from virt tion, 
by retaining them in Imperial authority. The residents, instead of that 
continual anxiety for their persons and property which must have arisen 
from the proximity of a rebel camp, with its numerous uncontrolled ma- 
rauders, feel their present position to be both safe and dignified. The 
Consuls are at present on official relations with men whose authority is 
generally effective; in the other case they would correspond with men 
who cannot undertake to be responsible—or pretend so—for the loose 
bands that hang about their camps. We know only too dread- 
fully well that the functions which pertain to those loose 
bands are those of alarmists, incendiaries, spies, robbers, and mur- 
derers, in advance of the general Taiping horde. ‘Those ruthless 
pioneers would, when the moment arrived, make short work of a Consular 
port with one gunboat protecting it, But were even the exch f tea 
and silkTfor arms and ammunition to save the ports in the Tai 
the position of the Consul and residents would be a very sorry one—dis- 
putes, defiances, threats, alarms, would be of daily occurrence; and the 
supply of arms to men whom the Chinese abhor the idea of being 
governed by, would be a policy at once criminal and inhuman. By 
‘Admiral Hope's action, all this has been saved us, Either way, we arc 
inconvenienced and put to trouble ; but it was easy to choose between the 
two, It was fortunate that we had in Sir James a man who not only

THE PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA. 

On the Gth Nov. a violent storm of wind, said to be a ty- 
phoon, was experienced in the Northern provinces, aud _w 
felt, with more or less intensity, in various districts. Much 
damage has been done to houses, roads, bridges, and to the 
crops, ‘The shipwrecks reported are those of the Spanish 
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barques Amistad and Manuelita, and the brigs Estrella and San 
José ; various coasting crafts have also been lost. But the 
most deplorable wreck was that of the American ship Wabob, of 
Boston, Baxter master, bound for Shanghai with coals, She 
was wrecked on the coast near to Aparri, Cagayan ; seventeen 
men and one woman (the Steward’s wife) were drowned ; and 
fourteen saved themselves by swimming. Among the latter 
were the captain, first mate, assistant mate, carpenter and 
steward, The weather was still hot in Manila, and the barometer 
low. : 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 
* Our correspondent writes :-— 

“The Tringanu affair attracts public attention to the exclusion 
of all others ; our newspapers abound with party views on the 
subject. Intelligence has reached us that the bombardment of 
the place caused far more damage than was supposed by the 
commanders of the men-of-war engaged. Twenty men it is 
said were killed, many houses destroyed, and the firsi shell 
burst in the principal mosque. From a description of the place, 
it appears clear that the fort and Rajab’s palace could not have 
been shelled without injury to private property ; for they are 
both built close to the sea shore in a straight line with the 
houses of the town, so that the missiles that missed the former 
must have struck tho latter. A very large section of the Euro- 
peau community condemn the proceedings of the Government 
in opposition to the local press, which upholds its acts in 
toto. In my last letter I said that Tringanu was subject 
to Siam, but it appears that it is not so to the extent 
Isuppozed. The chief of the former, only acknowledges his 
inferiority by transmitting periodically the Bunjah Mas, or 
Golden Viower, to the Court of Bangkok. The act is not re- 
coguised’as one of vassalage, and the British Government has 
always treated with the Rajahs of Tringanu as independent 
Princes, and uo objection has been offered to the procedure by 
the Kings of Siam. In this instance, it appears the Governor 
of tkese Settlements only requested the Siamese monarch to 
interfere with the cx-Sultan of Singah in a friendly spirit on ac- 
count of the relationship existing between them, and did not do 
so because Tringaun was considered a feudatory of Siam. The 
rofererce withal was made some months ago, and the King had 
lad ample time to exert his influence ; but up to the present 
moment he has not moved inthe matter. Under these cir- 
cumstances, our Governor had no alternative left but to take a 
decisive step with the Rajah of Tringanu, especially 
when he knew that the north-eastern monsoon which 
is setting in, would cut off all communication with the 
coast for several months. I have, after a careful consideration 
of the subject, arrived at the conclusion that Colonel Cavanagh 
acted rightly in the affair, and that the lesson, thongh severe, 
will have a salutary effect on we chiefs of the Peninsula, Under 
previous Governors conciliatory measures were usually adopted, 
and the prestige of our name suffered much ; but with decisive 
acts, like the bombardment of Tringanu, it is certain we shall 
regain our influence. The late catastrophe will put a stop to 
any firther attempts on Pahang by Wan Alimet or the ex-Sultan 
of Sing ‘Tie latter fled from Tringanu, and has probably 
proceeded northwards to the Siamese territory. We are all now 
anxious to hear from Siam ; it is more than probable that the 
King will presume upon Colonel Cavanagh’s reference to him to 
take umbrage at the proceedings before Tringanu. 

“T regret nothing more than that the latter should have 
thought it necessary to refer at all to Siam, for to Asiatics such 
astep is an acknowledgment of their superiority and our weak- 
ness. After the step was resorted to,our proceedings at first 
sight appear rude, and courtesy alone demanded delay ; but, 
as we are kept in ignorance of some of the facts of the case 
under the bureaucratic system that prevails, I am only able 
to write on those that are before me. When the Supreme 
Government permits the publication of the correspondence re- 
lative to the affair, we shall be better able to form an opinion. 

The Government notification extending the Stamp Act to the 
Straits Settlements reached us by the last Calcutta steamer—as 
usual, too late to carry it into effect on the day fixed for its 
introduction, the Ist of November. Colonel Cavanagh has 
fixed on the 10th inst., so that it becomes necessary for the 
Legislative Council to pass a short Act legalising all documents 
that should have been stamped between the Ist of November 
and 10th of December ; as at present they are illegal, and sub- 
ject the partics making or uttering them to severe penal- 
ties. Here is azother instence of the folly of maiutaining the 
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present connection between us and India. With a Legislative 
Council of our own, no such bungling could possibly have oc- 
curred,” 5" 





On the subject of the alleged encroachments of the Dutch in 
Sumatra, the Singapore Free Press writes :— Information had 
recently been received in Penang of the intention of the Dutch 
to station controleurs at some or all of these ports, The last 
intelligence on the subject which had reached Penang, was to 
the effect that the Dutch were preparing an expedition to start 
from Siak northward, with the intention, it was asserted, of 
planting the Dutch flag in the ports along the coast from Siak 
as far as Lankat. It was also reported that the Dutch officials, 
in presence of the natives, profess their contempt for any of 
the treaties between the British Government and the chiefs 
along the coast, and not only forbid all intercourse by letter 
or otherwise with the Straits Settlements, but have obliged 
some of the Rajahs to take a solemn oath under the 
Koran not to coramunicate with the British authorities. If 
these statements are correct, the Dutch would appear deter- 
mined to bring matters to a crisis without delay. The Go- 
vernment of the Straits Settlement has done all that the very 
limited power entrusted to it in regard to external affairs will per- 
mit. It has deputed the Resident at Penang to visit the different 
ports, and inform the chiefs that the British Government con- 
sidors the engagements formerly entered into with them as still 
binding. It bas mado representations on tho subject to the 
Supreme Government, which we trust will secure immediate 
attention, and lead to the local Government peing authorised to 
tuke more active measures to preserve matters in slatw quo until 
the question has been discussed between the British and Nether- 
land Governments in Europe . 6 1. 1 eee ee 

“Tf the Netherland Government will give sufficient guarantees 
that in bringing the ports on the East Coast of Sumatra under 
its direct control it will not interfere in any way to restrict the 
intercourse of British subjects with these ports, or of the natives 
of these ports with the British Settlements; that the existing 
rates of duties will not be altered with the view of making them 
more heavy on ,British commerce ; and that no monopoly or 
forced delivery of the pepper or other produce will be established ; 
we have no doubt all objections to its proceedings will be with- 
drawn. But if the Netherland Government is not prepared to 
do this, we trust the British Government will take effectual 
means for supporting the rights of its subjects which are now 
threatened with such serious injury.” 

His Imperial Majesty’s steamer Semiramis, arrived at Singa- 
pore on the 25th of November, having on board his Excellency 
Admiral F. Jauris, and sailed for Saigon. 

PENANG. 

Tt appears that movement is being made for the appoint- 
ment of Bishop Macdougal as diocesan of the Straits Settle- 
ments. The Penang A7gus, of Nov. 20, writes : 

“ A printed circular, oddly enough marked ‘private,’ is now 
ing frqm hand to hand here and at Singapore, setting forth the a 
tages of appointing Bishop Macdougal, of Labuan, to be diocesan of 
the Straits Settlements, and some efforts have been made to obtain 
signatures to a ion to the Home authorities in favour of the scheme. 
It will be gratifying to the chaplains to learn that their salaries are to 
be cut down sufficiently to raise the missionary bishop’s income to 
toclve hundred pou ds sterling per annum. Some will think it a singular 
circumstance that the printed circular is not signed by any one, and that part 
of a private letter from the Lord Bishop of Calcutta is appended to 
it, seemingly without the writer's permission. If the chaplains in the 
Straits are overpai:, it may be proper to reduce their salaries ; but it does 
not appear to be necessary to appoint a bishop to keep two quiet gentle. 
men in order; especially as the arrangement would distract the right 
reverend prelate’s attention from his proper missionary work in Borneo, a 
diocese larger than Great Britain and Ireland. Officious persons have no 
right to be thrusting temporal greatness, with its cares and temptations, on 
the spiritual father of an interesting mission, for the sake of which he pub- 
licly abjured even ecclesiastical pomps fand varities. Dr. Macdougal is 
a good man, a genial companion, and an excellent shot; but we take 
leave to doubt whether he is exactly adapted to fill the Bishopric of the 
Straits Settlements, even if it were intended to create such an office.” 


CEYLON. 

A Bill was passing through Council to enable the Govern- 
ment to raise a million sterling for the purposes of the railways, 
in £100 debentures. 

The weather had been very stormy, so that no produce could 
be shipped from Colombo by this mail, avd the captains were 
kept prisoners on board their ships. 

‘A curious legal point had been raised in the Supreme Court, 
touching the disposal of a condemned criminal, who had man- 
aged to escape from prison on the day previous to that on 
which he was to have been hung. The time prescribed for 
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carrying out this last penalty of the law having expired, the 
double question arose of whether he could be hung on any 
other day, and if so had the Supreme Court sitting collectively 
in Colombo, the power under the Charter of re-sontoncing a 
convict originally condemed at the Batticaloa Sessions. The 
Judges ruled that they had this power, ruling at the same time 
that the date of the execution was of little account, and that 
the Fiscal might have hung the prisoner at any time after his 
capture upon the original warrant, They contented them- 
selves, however, with sentencing him to transportation for life. 

The sum of £19 has been forwarded by this mail from Colombo 
for the Lancashire Distress, £208 having been previously re- 
mitted, 

The following programme of a journey to be made this month 
by the Governor appears in the Ceylon Times :—“ The Governor 
will leave Colombo for Galle on the 12th January, accompanied 
by his Aide-de-Camp. After remaining at the Southern capital 
for a day or two, His Excellency will proceed, via Matura, to 
Orobokka, which he will probably reach about the 19th. Thence, 
after inspecting the Irrigation Works and the adjacent cultiva- 
tion, Sir Charles MacCarthy will proceed, vid Rakwane to 
Balangodde, where he may be expected about the 23rd. The 
new road, as well as a portion of the trace onwards to Kalupa- 
hane, will be inspected, and his Excellency will finally return 
to Colombo by way of Ratnapoora and Avishawella.” 

The same journal says :—“It is now definitely scttled that 
Captain Gorman will act as Deputy Commissery General during 
the absence of Mr, Bernard, and that Mr. Arrowsmith, of the 
Ceylon Rifles, will act as Acting Assistant Deputy Commissary, 
an arrangement, which though exceedingly judicious, is not at 
all likely to prove acceptable to the members of the Civil Ser- 
vice. We had certainly understood that this appointment was 
to be bestowed on a civilian in future, and that this was the 
reason of the retirement of Captain Gorman from the army.” 

Another discovery with regard to small-pox appears to have 
been made by Mr. John Loftus, of the Ceylon Medical Estab- 
lishment, who is in charge of the Small-pox Hospital of Galle. 
This gentleman thought he discovered in an apparently worth- 
less weed, very common all over the island, a specie of the 
Sarraceriia purpurea, which has long been used as a specific 
against small-pox in North America ; and tried, it is said, a 
Strong diffusion or decoction of its roots in small-pox cases 
with decided success. 

From a statement of the total revenue of the island from 
Customs, for nine months of the past year, it appears that to 
the 30th of September there was a decrease of £21,688 on the 
collection of 1861. The last quarter, however, would, it is said, 
show a different state of things. The increase at the port of 
Colombo alone during October and November, amounted to 
£18,000, and it wac expected u further increase of £5000 would 
be shown in December. This would raise the total Customs’ 
revenue above the £241,000 collected in 1861—the amount 
estimated for 1862 by the Colonial Secretary being £213,500. 

Early closing on Saturday afternoons isj{now common at 
Colombo, and a clerk writing from Kardy hopes that the firms 
there will follow so good an example.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA—EXPORTS. 


Tea,—Canton.—There has been a fair business done in Congous 
during the fortnight, the firmness of the teamen enabling them partly to 
recover the fall lately established. ‘Teas worth 26 taels and upwards have 
advanced 1 tael, the market closing with firmness. It is said that 15 to 
20 chops more only are expected this season. A very moderate business 
only has been transacted in Scented Teas, Canton Greens, and Canton 
packed Congous. In Country Greens no business is reported—700 
pakgs. Moyune have come to hand since last mail. The following are 
the transactions reported for the fortnight :—Congous: 15 chops Hou- 
chows at 20 to 25$ taels, 2 chops Mouings at 27 1o 29 taels, 1 chop 
Chong-sow-kyes at 224 taels, and 6 chops Woopacks at 28 to 34 taels. 
In all 24 chops, besides ( anton packed 1,000 hf-ch. common at 15 to 20 
taels, and 250 ditto fine at 26 to 27 taels. Scented Teas, 1,500 
lene Capor at 10 to 20 tucls for fair, and 22 to 23 taels for mid. to 
good. 8,000 boxes Orange Pekoe at 28 taels for fais 5 25 to 27 taels for 
mid. to good; and 28 to 98 taels for fine to finest. Canton Greens: 
Gunpowder, 4,000 boxes, at 17} to 20 taels for mid. to good ; Imperial, 
400 half-chests, at 19) to 20 taels for middling to good; Young Hyson, 
600 half-chests, at 13} taels forcom. The total settlements of Congous 
this season amount to 166 chops, besides 6 chops contract teas. 

SttancHat.—Black: There has been very little demand during the 
past fortnight, but no decline on previous rates canbe quoted, ‘The 
stock that is on offer is considerably diminished, and holders are unwil- 
ling to sell at a reduction, as very little more Tea is expected to arrive from 
Hankow this season. Settlement and re-shipments during the fortnight 
18,000 chests Black Tea, making a total to date of 228,936 cbests, against 
118,927 chests same time last year. Stock 9,000 chests Congou, and 1,000 
chests Flowery Pekoe. The quotations are as follow:—Hohow, Tls. 22 
to 24 common to good; Oonhams, ‘Tis. 24 to 28 second and third crop 5 
Ningchow, ‘I's. 25 to 27 second and third crop; and Oopack, Tis. 28 to 
80 third crop. Green: There continues a steady demand for all good 
country teas, and prices are fully maintained. Considerable arrivals have 
come forward from Kiukiang, but have for the most part been re-shipped 
‘onowners'account, This market is now quite cleared of all fine Moyunes, 
and the remaining stock of country tea principally consists of old and new 
leaf mixed. A few chops of Pingsuey are on offer, but ‘Teamen are 
asking exorbitant prices. Hoochow and Japan teas are almost entirely 
neglected, rates may be quoted easier. Settlement and re-shipments 
during the fortnight 12,000 half-chests China and 300 half chests Japan, 
making a total to date of 114,640 half-chests and 14,445 half-chests re~ 
spectively, against 83,946 half.chests and 11,842 half-chests same time 
last year. Stocks 8,000 half-chests Hoochow and Pingsuey, 7,200 half 
chests Moyune and Fychow, and 1,000 half-chests Japan. 

Foo-cuow-Foo.—A steady business has been done during the greater 
part of the fortnight at about previous rates. Of the settlements, about 
9,000 chests are low and dusty, partly for India and partly for England— 
these were taken at full rates. ‘The settlements of the better kinds have 
been at irregular prices. Since the reccipt of the mail of the 26th Sept. 
no transactions have been reported. The following is the report of the 
business of the fortnight :—Congous, 16,812 chests, and 16,316 hf-do, at 
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6 to 16 tacls for ordinary, to brkn. If. ; 163 to 24 taels for good com. to 
flo'ry ; and 24} to 26 taels for the better kinds. Sonching, 900 chests at 
24 to 30 taels for fair to good. Flowery Pekoe, 234 chests, at 20 to 33 
taels for com. to good. Oolong, 8,100 hf.-ch. at 17} to 24 tacls for 
com. cargo to supr. Scented Teas, 4,648 boxes at 14} to 26) for com. 
to good. The stock for sale upon_ the market is thus estimated, Congou 
100,000 chests (say 40,000 ord. ; 58,000 good com. to flo’ry; and 2,000 
better kinds), Souchong, 2,150 chests, Flowery Pekoe 1,200 do. 
Oolong 50.300 hf.-do,, and Scented Teas 8,000 boxes. ‘The total arrivals 
of Congous from the country to date, including contract Teas, amount 
to 537,200 chests, against 457,400 chests corresponding period last 
season. 

Asoy.— Settlements have continued in this Tea market to some 
extent, for shipment to the United States, and prices for most descriptions 
continue very firm. Congou: The demand is quite stagnaut, buyers are 
holding off, chiefly on account of the exorbitant rates demanded by tea- 
men; settlements 167 ha'f-chests at ¢16.50, stock 2,800 half chests. 
Oolongs: In this class a good business has been done, principally for 
loading the St. Paul, Towards the close of the fortnight some parcels of 
objectionable flavour have been settled, at rates somewhat below the former 
demands of the teamen; for desirable parcels, however, prices are fully 
pigeon and teamen continue indispesed to realise these, except at very 
full prices. Settlements 15,790 half-chests at ¢17 to 25, stock 
30,000 half-chests, Ankoy: Those of clean burnt quality have again 
been in demand, and this class is now becoming rather scarce. The com- 
monest kinds continue to attract no attention, and the stock of these is in 
excess, Settlements 2,360 half-chests at ¢10 to 416.75, stock 9,200 
half-chests, Orange Pekoe: A few chops have been settled at very full 
rates, Settlements 590 half.chests at £11.25 to $18.75, stock 2,330 half- 
chests. Caper: No change. Stock 10,300 boxes. 

Hawkow.—The settlements of the fortaight are reported at 15 chops 
Congou at 17 to 22} taels at rates previously current. The market is 
steady ; holders though firm are willing to sell at current quotations. The 
total supplies of the present scasun to date excecd 430 chops. ‘The stock 
on the market is stated at 82/chops. 

Kewranc.—A good business continues to be done in Green, which, 
however, is much restricted by the paucity of fine teas. ‘The supplies from 
the country were scant until about the lth instant, when fully 12,000 
pis. arrived. These have not yet been placed upon the market, but the 

‘eamen are extremely firm in’ their demands, especially for the better 
kinds, for which there is an active competition. ‘The settlements for the 
fortnight amount to 15,000 pkgs. Prices have tended upwards till the pre- 
sent standard of weights is two taels above that ruling at date of last re- 

ort. Fair to good Moyunes have fetched 254 to 31} taels, one chop 
ringing 33} taels, Some fair to good Fychows have been taken at 25 
to 80 taels, Kewkiang packed and mixed old leaf have fetched 21 to 24 
taels, The total arrivals on the market for the present season to date 
amount to 110,000 hf. ch., 40,000 of which have been settled, 20,000 
were contract teas, 20,000 have been sent to Shanghai for sale on native 
acct., and the remainder, or 30,000 from the stock, upon the market. In 
Congous the transactions of the fortnight are confined to the sale of one 
chop at 15 taels, and to the shipment of another to Shanghai on native 
account. There is no stock for sale upon the market, but two chops of 
contract teas have arrived down within the last few days, and will, of 
course, be forwarded on to Shanghai. The total supplies this season 
reach 85 chops. 

Yoxunama.—There is no particular change to note in this article 
during the week; owing to the extreme rates asked by the Teamen, 
buyers still continue to buy sparingly. 

Aw SILK.—SttancHar: Since last report about 2,000 bales have 
been ecttled without any material alteration in prices. The dealers 
throughout the fortnight have remained firm, and notwithstanding the 
decline in Europe announced by the 26th September mail, they will not 
at present entertain any corresponding reduction, The scarcity of silk up 
country and the very high ocet, strengthen the position of holders in this 
market, and some of the Chinese prefer shipping to England rather 




































than submit to, any decline, | The receipts from the producing 
districts have been confined to a few hundred bales, and 
all reports agree that there stocks arc very small. The sup- 


ply. from Japan has been nearly 1,800 bales, and by last advices, 
1s likely to continue to arrive freely. ‘The transactions of the fortnight are 
reported at 3,800 bales, against 5,000 bales in the corresponding fortnight 
of last season, and 5,000 bales the season previous. The total settlements 
for the season to date amount to 41,700 bales, azainst 32,000 bales in the 
corresponding period last season, and 44,750 bales the season before.

THE REVOLUTION IN JAPAN. 


DAILY NEWS. 

Even if this country had openly employed force in opening up Japan, 
that would by no means require it, in order to be consistent, to employ 
further force for the sake of creating commerce, when it finds that com- 
merce does not follow in the natural course of events. The circumstances 
of Japan were very peculiar, for foreigners were so entirely excluded that 
it was difficult to say what might happen were that outer barrier broken 
down ; but the case is very different now that the experiment has been 
tried, andthe breach made has disclosed only more serious barriers behind. 
At this date we actually find ourselves further off from intercourse with the 
Sepances than when Lord Elgin landed at Yedo, and those who are most 
urgent for what is called an * policy confess that nothing will 
create commerce in Japan except the destruction of the power of the 
feudal chiefs—that is to say, of the whole existing political and social 
organisation of the country. If everything seems to point to Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock’s opinion, that commerce with Japan can only be established 
by violent means, it is well worth our while to inquire what amount of 
effort will probably be required for that end, Setting aside at present the 
serious political and moral questions thus -d, it is obvious that we shall 
have to deal with a brave people, more indifferent to death than almost 
any other in the world, in a state of very high organisation, if not of 
civilisation, completely under the command of their chiefs, fond of fight- 
ing, and well armed. © Itis long since the retainers of the principal Daimios 
have been furnished with Sharp's rifles, bayonets, and g It's revolvers ; 
and these weapons are even manufactured in the country itself. Their 
missions to America and Europe have been busily engaged in studying 
the latest improvements in warfare, having been allowed to do so on the 
supposition that that would tend to frighten them, Their country is as 
hilly and well wooded as Virginia, while it is more mountainous. Almost 
every step made upon it might be contested by very ordinary troops or by 
guerillas, and no security for an invading army could be obtained against 
men so reckless as the Japanese are. It is in these circumstances, against 
twenty millions of a courageous, proud, and organised nation, that some 
people talk of using force, as they would of punishing a few Bornes pirates 
or Papuan cannibals. The last China expedition would be nothing com- 
pared with a Japanese war. Instead of the rusty jingalls, bows and 
arrows, and swords apparently made out of iron hoops which were scattered 
so plentifully about the Taku Ports, we should meet arms scarcely. if any- 
thing, inferior to thoso employed by our own soldiers. Instead of a popu- 
lation lated by its own immediate local interests, unwarlike in its 
habits, and ready to trade with the invader, we should find one vast camp 
of men, among whom fortitude is the highest virtue, who visit the craven 
in their ranks with doom, and who would effectually prevent trade 
by driving back all the inhabitants from spots occupied by the forigner. 
Certainly it is very objectionable that the Japanese should refuse to 
enter the comity of nations ; but it is no new thing for them to resist the 
demand, arly in the seventeenth century the English were the first to 
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hdraw from Japan, and so avoided the disasters which there soon after 
befel the Dutch and Portuguese. If our present position can only be 
maintained by force of arms it is more than likely that England will do 
as it has done before, and retire in a dignified manner, leaving to more itn. 
Pulsive nations the task of going to war for a most ‘dubious prospective 
trade, and perhaps of Gnally retiring for more cogent reaions. "At the 
same time it is worthy of consideration whether the footing we have 
already obtained in Japan might not be tumed to Good account in a quiet 
way, Wey should Englishmen there be on a footing different from that 
on which they stand in other countries? It is worth while trying whether 
Japan might mot be slowly but really « opened up” by foreigners, who 
would learn the language of the nation, adapt themselves to its manners, 
and not set themselves more above its laws than they do over those of many 
other nations which are not a whit superior to it. 


PRESS, 

We have no doubt, whatever may be the political aspirations of in- 
dividual Japanese nobles for power, that one of the chief objects which 
was held in view in these changes was to thwart the demands which we 
have Intely had to make upon the Tycoon for the recent outrage and 
assassivation of our countrymen at Yokuhama. Yedo is at the mercy of 
ur ships of war, and to that city the Daimios have hitherto been obliged 
to bring their wives and children to reside, though they must have estimated 
our character by their own if they ever contemplated that we should be 
guilty of the sacrifice of their families to avenge even the foul assassin 
Uons in which they are so often concerned. Such, at all events, seems a 
not unreasonable motive, though there may be many others to account for 
this sudden migration. As far as the Emperor at Miako is concerned, it 
is believed that he will in every respect be as great a puppet in the hands 
of the Daimios as the Tycoon. Both are represented as being utterly 
dissolute and effete, and sunk in the most degrading pleasures. It is 
therefore probable that unless a man of energy and ability should spring 
up, something like one of the ancient Japanese Mayors of the Palace, to 
rule tho country in his own name, or else under the Emperor as a new 
‘Tycoon, we shall soon hear of Japan being split up, as it was in the middle 
of the sixteenth century, into as many principalities or kingdoms as there 
are powerful Daimios to seize upon digjecta membra of the Empire. 
Viewing the revolution in this light, it becomes a serious question for our 
consideration. The Daimios are our worst enemies, and the prospects we 
now entertain of extending our intercourse with the country, if their in- 
fluence should become supreme, will be utterly blank and hopeless. 
Meanwhile, our Minister at Yedo is unaccredited to any power in the. 
country. The Tycoon is devoid of power, if by this time the unhappy 
youth who held that rank has not been deposed and beheaded, The only 
Court that remains is that at Miako, where the spiritual Emperor resides. 
Even at Yedo our Minister often remained for weeks a prisoner in his own. 
house; will he not tempt new and greater dangers by taking up his re- 
sidence at Miako? If the new power is to be established there, there too 
he must go; and doubtless he will be accompanied by a sufficient escort 
to demand a fitting compensation for the gross outrages and the foul as- 
sassination which still remain unredressed. 














SATURDAY REVIEW, 

‘The mystery which for centuries has hung over everything Japanese 
does not seem tu have been dissipated bya nearer view of their institutions. 
‘There never was anything more Hopelessly obscure than the description of 
the so-called revolugion which has been extracted from the columns of a 
local newspaper (Japan Herald) by The Tines. It appearsto have been 
made by nobody in particular, to have consisted of no. remarkable event, 
and not to be likely to produce any result worth noticing. ‘The rulers 
have issued no proclamation 5 there has been no rising among the people; 
and according to the first account no blood has been shed. But still we 
are told there has been a revolution ; and the brilliant and successful Con- 
stitution of Iyeyas, which has lasted’ in peace for two hundred and sixty 
years, has been destroyed. ‘The only event which is definitively recorded 
is that, by the action of some person or persons unknown, the law which 
Tequires the Daimios or nobles to visit Yedo frequently, and to leave 
their wives and families there permanently, has been relaxed. Happy the 
nation whose revolutions consist in their nobility going out of town. 
There is a curious juxtaposition of cruelty and geustleness in the steps, by 
which this political change has been accompanied. ‘The Regent, who has 
only been suspected of a share in a victorious movement, has been mur. 
dered. | The Tycoon, against whom it was levelled, and whose power it 
has broken, is entirely spared. Successful conspirators usually find a 
dethroned potentate very inconrenient to dispose of, and a prison murder 
is the ordinary solution of their perplexit; Bur the Daimios have settled 
the difficulty, and provided for their own safety in a manner which is, no 
doubt, satisfactory to themselves, but wholly Strange to European expe- 
rience. They have forced him to marry three wives, and sent hint to 
visit the Spiritual Emperor. Which of these two punishments is to re. 
strain him from effeeting a counter-revolution, or otherwise doing harm. to 
the dominant party, is not explained. ‘The journalist from when all the 
information that has reached England is derived, appears to think that it 
is the wives that will be the most effective, The Japanese substitute for 
regicide is nearly as quaint as the Japanese idea of a revolution.

Ut appears that the European Powers have heen recognising as the head 
of the State, sending plenipotentiaries to, and entering into a treaty with, 
a man who has about as much right to represent the foreign policy of the 
country as has the Lord Mayor of London, ‘The diplomatic fraud which 
has been practised is now indeed evident," ‘The Japanese Governmert, it 
is belizved by good authorities, never had any intention to carry out the 
Having first tried resistance on the spot, they, as a last resource, 

un n » and it is to the reports of those function- 
aries, leaving no doubt of the determination of the European Powers to 
pe ‘sist in their object, that the revolution is ascribed. The duplicity which 
as characterised the entire proceedings of the Japanese is beyond all 
example in our intercourse even with eastern nations. Up to the last 
moment the Gorugio beguiled the English and French Ministers into the 
belief that ample reparation would be made for the outrage at Yokohama. 
With tcars in their eves they deplored the wrong that had been done, and 
40 impressed the Ministers with their sincerity as to induce those hardened 
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officials to partake of the friendly symbol of tea—which, it may be remem- 
bered, Lord Elgin refused when exacting reparation’ from “he Chinese 
Government for the murder of Brabazon and Bowlby. The position of 
the Ministers and merchants is now one of the utmost embarrassment, not 
to say danger; and what action should be taken to relieve them involves « 
Fery delicate question. The ditficulty is this. We may have every as- 
surance of the fraud practised upon us, but we have no proof of the fact 
and if the Japanese Government say that they never entered into the treaty 
the violation of that treaty can scarcely be considered a casus bellr 
Moreover, our object being peaceful intercourse and commerce. an zppeal 
to arms does not seem to be the best Way to success. At the same time it 
is difficult to see how two civilised nations of Europe can honourably sub- 
mit to the treatment they have received from their semi barbarous ally. 





THE ADMINISTRATION OF CHINA. 
DAILY News. 

Pending the immense revolution and reformation which is to be pro- 
duced in China by Captain Sherard Osborn and his naval Gospel, ft is 
still necessary to note what is going on at Shanghai in connection with the 
Taipings. ‘The new attempt to impress European civilisation upon the 
Celestials must be left to the test of time, for it is impossible at present to 
make anything of the grounds on which it is advocated by its leaders. 
Mr. Lay, who occupies the proud position of being a philanthropist on five 
thousand a year, informed us the other night at the Geographical Society 
that the great cause of the suffering of China was its over-population, 
“which the productive power of the soil was not eufficient to maintain.” 
Tf emigration, about which there has been some vague talk, is to be the 
remedy, it is not quite apparent how it can be forwarded by Armstrong 
guns; and if China is suflering chiefly because the productive power of the 
soil is not sufficient to maintain the native population, it is not easy to un- 
derstand how that evil is to be remedied by making the soil maintain, in 
addition, a number of very expensive foreign officers, soldiers, and sailore. 
The gallant naval head of the expedition is quite as puzzling as his ci 
superior, for he tells us that his first duty in China will be to bear in mind 
that he is a member of the Geographical Society ; and though this may be 
very advantageous for Burlington House, it affords an inadequate 
explanation of the way China is to benefit by his vaunted advent. Per- 
haps, however, it may be accepted as a proof of his being a philanthropical 
adventurer, that his first care will be to lonk after, not the interesta of the 
Chinese Government, which pays him £3,000 a year, ‘but those of a society 
to whose funds he is called onto contribute. As these gentlemen seem to 
have the power of carrying on their scheme for the present, they will 
doubtless q 80; but it is a mistake for them to depart from the policy of 
reserve which they have hitherto followed. It does not seem, however, 
that Mr, Lay and his friends are to have undisputed possession of the field, 
Other bird: are locking to the supposed carcase. Not to speak of the 
American filibusters who have set the example, there comes a report from 
Shanghai that a Russian fleet with 10,000 soldiers are to rendezvous at 
Nagasaki previous to going over to China to act as a contingent to the 
Chinese troops. This is quite possible, and so is the statement that they 
are to do so in consideration of further territorial concessions. Russia is 
always wanting.and geiting more territory south of the Amoor, and she 
must appear to do something in return, as she did when she pretended 
that her representations saved Peking from the allied troops. If the 
Russians send 10,000 men, it is not at all likely that the French Emperor 
will neglect such an opportunity of finding remunerative employment for 
a regiment or two~of extending the glory of France and the reign of 
ideas. ‘The Chinese hitherto have suffered from their eneinies, but now 
they are in still more danger of being oppressed by their friends, As in 
all probability the Chinese authorities will soon get tired or afraid of their 
European auxiliaries, it must be distinctly understood that these latter take 
office entirely at their own risk, and are not to be allowed to drag this country 
into a war in order to support any pecuniary claims which they may after 
wards have. Let them try to regenerate China by any means at their 
disposal, but let them not be permitted to involve otliers in the case of their 
failure.

There is a revenue of two millions, controlled by_a British officer, and 
as secure, when pledged, as the revenue of any European Power. A 
draft upon Mr, Lay, once sanctioned by the Regent, though it be for the 
prie of a fleet, is almost as good as cash; and the Regent intends to use 
this power for the reorganisation of the empire through English hands. 
Already he has set aside a sum for the maintenance of a fleet, to be com- 
manded by Europeans. Already hte speaks of assigning another to secure 
an internal police. Already Mr. Lay declares himself an “ intermediate ™ 
power between the Chinese Empire and Europe, and already the Indian 
Government has despatched two regiments of Beloochees, the best light 
troops in India, to uphold European influence. ‘The one difficulty in the 
way of aggrandisement has been at last removed. There is a great fund, 
sufficient at Asiatic rates to maintain a small but highly organised power, 
exempt from party revision and Parliamentary coutrol. ‘That fund, too, 
is an increasing one, and before long the while will be assigned for the 
maintenance of the European allies. For it must be remembered— 
and this is the true source of danger—the first steps in this process 
always relieve, and therefore gratify, the central native authority, 
The Europeans produce order, ‘though at high cost, and 
every new inspector means so much more money rolling into 
Peking. Every regiment of Chinese sepoys implies a province 
restored to order, and to its tax-paying power; and till they awake to find 
authority departed, the Chinese Court will revel in an’ unaccustomed 
wealth and security, Few statesmen, and no Asiatics, can resist the 
temptation of enormour revenue and security ; and the Chinese, when the 
system is complete, will be one of the wealthiest and most powerless Courts 
in the world. Its European agents, highly paid, and therefore untempted 
to plunder, will have introduced order and regularity, a sound system of 
finance, an honest though tardy system of justice, and an expensive but 
terribly efficient system of military police. Those are all advantages for 
China—advantages which may even compensate for the extinction of 
national life and the slow closing of all native careers; but they involve, to 
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the simplest understanding, a British protectorate in the empire. Is this 
undertaking, so vast that our readers will in its very vastness scarcely credit 
the statements submitted, to be begun without a Parliamentary debate, or 
an expression of the national will? Are the English people to be once 
‘more cajoled into empire ? 


: SIR R. ALCOCK ON JAPAN. 

The second general meeting of the members of the Leeds Philosophical 
and Literary Society was held on the 30th ult., when a lecture on Japan 
was delivered by Sir R. Alcock, K.C. 

Sir Rutuerrorp having given a brief geographical description of the 
Japanese empire and of its discovery, remarked that, unfortunately for the 

rospect of forcign commerce, the soil of Japan was of such excessive 
and the people were so industrious and ingenious, that they might 
de said literally to want nothing. They desired nothing so much as to be 
left alone, which was precisely the thing Europeans did not believe in. 
They wanted commercial intercourse with them ; for it was a question how 
far any nation so favoured by Providence as Japan, was entitled to keep 
herself isolated, and to exclude the rest of the earth from intercourse. 
The Government of Japan had come of late years to the conclusion that 
the time had arrived when it could no longer carry out its traditional 
policy. or, at all events, it felt that if it did attempt it there would be a 

ree and power brought to bear upon it much too strong to resist. A 
large portion of the ruling classes in Japan had never reconciled theinselves 
to this change, and whether the struggle of civilisation with opposing prin- 
ciples would end during this generation wasa very scrious question. ‘The 
decree had gone forth that this isolation should not be, and it was for 
them to endeavour to ascertain the facts which would enable them to arrive 
at a conclusion as to what were the future destinies of Japan and the pros- 
pects of forcign trade and commerce with the people. Sir Rutherford 
then traced the events which followed the first introduction of Europeans 
—Portuguese and Spaniards—in the 16th or 17th century, the readiness 
and hospitality with which they were received, the introduction of Chrise 
tianily, the erection of churches, schools, monasteries, &c., followed, how- 
ever, by the utter expulsion of foreigners, from the fear that they would 
subvert the power of the sovereigns of the empire. Now that foreigners 
were again admitted they must hope it would be with better result—that, 
warned by the past, they would avoid its errors, and seek through com. 
meree and civilisation to bring good and not evil. ‘The similarity of the 
geographical distribution of the Japanese empire and the British islands 
suggested a striking view of similarity and of contrast in the development 
of the industrial arts and manufactures of the two peoples. In pure work- 
manship, in beauty of design, in command over the powers of nature, and 
in many other respects, the Japanese were able to rival the best produc. 
tions of Europe, and yet side by side with this they had a feudalism exactly 
corresponding with that of our Anglo.Saxonand early Norman forefathers, 
Having entered at some length into a comparison of the points in which 
the Japanese resembled the Anglo-Saxons, he gave an amusing description 
of the dual character of the government of the empire. There were two 
sovereigns, one to look after the temporal alfairs, and the other after affairs 
spiritual ; two foreign ministers, two councils of state, and, indeed, every 
man had his shadow, producing a most complex administration, which it 
was surprising could be made to work. The Japanese were not intolerant 
or bigoted on religious subjects ; indeed, they cared too little upon the 
subject (0 trouble themselves about it. He could not say much for their 
veracity, for the last thing he hoped to hear from them was the truth. He 
believed there was very little corruption amongst the judges, and, what 
‘was most extraordinary, there were no lawyers. He could not say much 
for the temperance of the Japanese; they were very quarrelsome over 
their cups, and as they always wore swords (which had the reputation of 
being equal to Damascus blades), and as life was regarded as of little value, 
frequent fatal encounters occurred, ‘The Juyancoc boacted of their valour, 
and death was always accepted in preference to disgrace, [f'anahle were 
convicted of any offence, his property was confiscated and his family 
degraded, and therefore, to avoid the aman charged crime assembled 
his friends, and in their presence made away with himself. Turning to 
the progress of civilisation, tested by the industrial arts, he observed that 
notwithstanding the existence of feudalism, the people had advanced in 
material civilisation to an extent scarcely inferior to our own. In the 
applied sciences, in steam machinery, &c., they were far behind Europeans, 
but some of the results of skilled Tatous, in silk and textile fabrics, in 
lacquer, metals, porcelain, &e., would bear comparison with those of any 
other nation. ‘Sir Rutherford exiubited a large variety of specimens of 
Japanese art, illustrating the ingenuity, the graceful design, and the mar- 
yellous workmanship expended in their production. The Japanese were 
thus able to supply all their wants, and though this was highly honourable 
to them, it was littlé favourable to foreign commerce. It was the upper 
class, the nobles, who were most hostile to trade and foreign intercourse ; 
they remembered the designs of the first foreigners admitted into the 
empire, and they regarded the introduction of commerce as being the 
precursor of social disorder and revolution and as certain to lead to their 
impoverishment, As to the chances of admission for English cottons and 
woollens, &c., he said that the Japanese having been self-satisfied for 
many years, it was clear they must wait until there had been time to create 
new wants. At present any wants Kuropeans could supply, they (the 
Japanese) could supply better and cheaper. We must wail until new 
wants were created. ft was possible, with time and patience, and if the 
necessary force were maintained, that the opposition to foreign intercourse 
would greatly diminish, and even finally disappear; but it was impossible 
to conceal that life was insecure, and at any moment the people might 
determine to risk everything upon the hazard of war with foreign powers, 
rather than allow them to establish friendly and peaceful relations. They 
could only hope for the best, and resort to no means which would bring 
about any such calamity as he had referred to, if they could avoid it. They 
had forced themselves upon the Japanese ; they had begun by force, and 
if they wished for commerce they must catublich it by force. ‘If they did 
not wish for commerce at that price, then they should be consistent, and 
withdraw from the Japanese empi A vote of thanks was then passed by 
acclamation, and the audience separated after inspecting the beautiful ob- 
ects of Japanese art displayed by the lecturer.

THE FOREIGN INSPECTORATE OF CHINESE CUSTOMS, 


(From “ Buackwoop’s Magazinz.”) 

“ The history of the introduction of the Foreign Inspectorate of Chinese 
Customs is one so little understood, and yet forins so important an epi- 
sode of Europeans relations with the Empire of China, that we must de- 
scribe its institution and progress, Upon it at present pivots our inter- 
course with the Government of three hundred millions of people, By it 
we have at last succeeded in making the officials of Peking recognise the 
value of our commerce as a source of prosperity to the empire; for the 
Imperial revenue from Shanghai, which didnot exceed .t 266,000in 1853, 
will amount in 1862 to one million sterling; and upon the Foreign In- 
pastors must be based all farther reforms and civilisation, the steam- 
ip, the railway, and the telegraph. 

“ By the summer of 1854 the accumulated vice and misery of sixty 
years of imbecile Government rushed like an avalanche over the learn- 
ing, wealth, and respectability of the fairest portion of China. A native 
ruffian—a strange mixture of Asiatic cunning, improved upon by having 
learned enough of Christianity to parody the Old Testament, and blas- 
pheme the tenets of the Protestant faith—led a horde through blood, fire, 
and rape, into Nanking, the second city of the empire, intrenched him- 
self there, and at once gave a nucleus and point d'appui to the discontented 
and dishonest of a population as numerous as that of all Europe put 
together, The flood rase on every side, and it was only the inherent 
viciousness of the plunderers that saved the Manchow dynasty ; the Tai 
ings drove the better classes into the arms of a bad Government, for they 
preferred injustice to anarchy. ‘The city of Shanghai fell in turn into 
the hands of a local banditti, composed of vayabonds. ‘They were headed 
by ascamp from Singapore, and a groom who was in the employ of an 
English firm. The foreign community did not at first regret the expul- 
sion of the Imperial authorities ; they already fancied that the millennium 
of the trader had been reached — No Customs dues. a. foreign 
inarket, and large profits at home ;* a Quaker's paradise! ‘The gang of 
miscreants in Nanking pretended that the teachings of Gutzlalf’ and Ham. 
berg had touched their souls; they had slain or done worse to the thou- 
sands of Roman Catholic converts they found in that city; but as they 
proclaimed the Divine Presence in Nanking, and promulgated the Ten 
Commandments, there were people weak enough to believe them. It 
tickled the vanity of the Protestant missionary, as well as the residents, 
and the rogues, anxious to secure British sympathy, and, what was equally. 
important, plenty of powder and weapons, promised fair. 

“The Imperialists naturally claimed the duties on exports and imports. 
Our consciences would not allow us to pay either party ; and, although 
we had a Treaty with the Emperor of China, a step was taken which was 
one only of the many acts of injustice perpetrated by Europeans. Our 
merchants would pay neither party, but gave in to their own Consuls bills 
made payable to the Government'at some future day: but each merchant 
made a proviso with his Consul that he was not to be called upon to pay 
until everybody else paid. Imagine, for example, foreigners trading 
with the United States refusing, because the South was in rebellion, to 
pay their Customs dues, and merely giving bills, to be paid to the vic~ 
torious belligerent, provided the merchants of all European States met 
This pleasant state of things at 
Shanghai was, however, too good to last long; and one day the Im. 
perialists, aided by the French, recovered the city, and trade returned into 
its old courses 

“Now, it 
Shanghai, in addition to enormous 
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happened that the Taoutai, or intendant of circuit, in 

pickings and stealings from the Cus- 
toms revenue, had gone into partuership with two of the leading foreign 
firms, Every one smuggled, but this coalition hal advantages against 
which no smuggler could compete, The less influential and wealthy 
ants learacd that smuggling was not so profirable as they had 
agmuch as the coalition could smuggle ten times as much 
as they could, and undersell them in both watkcts inflicting olten actual 
loss, and at all times grievous uncertainty as to the issue of their consign- 
ments, There wasa general outcry; and in June, 1894, the European 
Consuls were foreed to apply a remedy to this system of wholesale 
smuggling. The intendant of circuit, Woo, then entered into a con- 
vention with Mr. Rutherford Alcock, and the French and American Con- 
suls, by which Europeans were to be introduced, ‘fo s:cure an honest 
and efficient Custom-house administration.’ Each Consul was to nomi- 
nate one gentleman ; they were to be paid and to be treated as inspectors 
His Excellency Woo, with charming candour, 
allowed that it was ‘impossible for h.in to obtain Custom-house officials 
possessing the qualifications of probity, vigilance, and knowledge of foreign 
languages required for the close observance of ‘Treaty and Custom-house 
regulations.’ Mr. Wade, now Secretary of Legation at Peking, was 
selected by Sir Rutherford Alcock as the British nominee, and a Mr. 
Carr and a Mr. Smith were nominated respectively on the part of the 
United States and France. A healthy tone was soon imparted to the 
Customs administration of Shanghai. The native and foreign com- 
munity were a little startled, and some of them, like the fisherman who 
let the great genius of knowledge out of the boitle, were anxious to get 
him corked down again and cast into the depths of the ocean, But to 
the credit, be it said, of our Minister of Foreign Afairs, the Home 
Government recognised the importance of the step that had been taken, 
‘They could not have initiated it, but they frankly supported the institu- 
tion; and when Mr. Wade surrended the post in 1855, Lord Clarendon 


















































approved of the appointment of Mr. Horatio Lay in his place. Mx. Lay 
was then Vice-Consul of Shanghai, and an application had been made 
for his nomination through Sir John Bowring. by Keih, Governor-General 








of Keang-svo Provines, Of course, our Minister of Foreign Affairs was 
careful to let it be understood that the British Government would hold 
itself in no way responsible for the conduct of those Jent as advisers to 





the Chinese Government. ‘The European reactionists, however, became 
alarmed, avd the Americans took stcps to isolate the English represon- 
tative, and endeavoured to bring back the Customs to the old condition 
of peculation, smuggling, and confusion. It only required a due amount 
of management, in the lobbies of the Capitol of Wasiington, to secure 
the introduction into a Consular Bill, then before the Senate, of a claus 
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which forbade any citizen being recommended for employment under a 
foreign Government. Mr. Lay soon found himself alone—a target for 
all the abuse it was possible to heap upon him, and upon the system of 
Customs administration he was teaching the native authorities to intro- 
duce. Trade was declared by some to be falling off; but the returns 
of imports and exports, published half-yearly by the Foreign Inspectorate, 
triumphantly refuted such a fallacy. Against this opposition, and the 
covert hostility of natives as well as foreigners, the Inspectorate struggled 
on, until, by 1856, the Chinese authorities—having watched and tested 
the system in every possible way—recognised cordially its value. They 
then willingly aseented to Mr. Lay's suggestions, and supported all the 
alterations that he advised ; and one of the many beneficial results of the 
influence and guidance of the Foreign Inspectorate of Customs at 
Shanghai was shown, in 1857, in peaceful relations and a flourishing 
trade bring maintained there, while at Canton, where there was no ad- 
viser to whom the Chinese could look, Governor-General Yeh floundered 
into a war with Great Britain, in his own unaided and stupid efforts to 
combat the piracy and smugzling fostered by Europeans, 

“ Astonished at the result of the experiment, the Governor-General 
and other authorities of Keang-soo, in 1859, ‘placed the entire control 
of the Shanghai Customs in Mr. Lay’s hands, intrusted him with the 
selection of all European subordinates for the service, and pledged them- 
selves not to remove any one without his sanction. This confidence 
upon the part of the Chinese Government, secured by the tact and high 
probity of our European representative, was maintained in spite of the 
loud outcries of the Europeans. They already foresaw that a just ob- 
servance of Treaty engagements would eventually extend itself through- 
out China, and atiect their illicit profits. ‘The new system’ was attacked 
with a virulence known only in the outposts of civilisation, and its re- 
quired all the temper, perseverance, and tact, which Mr. Lay eminently 
Possesses, to bear up against the outery; and what that ordeal was few 
‘can appreciate who have not shared in colonial questions.” 


Continental Tntele

FRANCE. 

Count Bertimi, who suecceds M. Bourboulon as ambassador 
ad interim at the Court of Peking, is expected to leave Paris 
shortly. 

A letter from Toulon explains the cause of the delay of the 
sailing of the screw transport Seine, with troops and military 
stores, for Cochin China, The captain had received instruc- 
tious from the Minister of Marine to make the necessary pre- 
parations to take on board, on his arrival at Alexandria, a 
battalion of 1,000 men, composed of negroes of Darfour, which 
Said Pasha of Egynt offered the Emperor for his expedition to 
Mexico. They are old, well-trained troops, sufficiently brave, 
aud not liable to be affected by hot weather or fever, which 
qualities will give them an immense advantage over the Mexican 
guerillas. 

A letter from the same port of the 28th ult. states that the 
Christophe Colomb, Sansonet, Alexandre, and Etoile, fowr mer- 
chant ships chartered by the Minister of Marine, are embarking 
in the dockyard of Castigneau in that port the eight gunboats 
taken to pieces for the purpose of being sent out to Cochin 
China, Advantage is being taken at the same time of all the 
vacant space to fill it with several hundred casks of provisions 
anil military stores, 

“ The last advices from Cochin China,” says Le Nation, “ state 
that some parties of Annamites had attempted to resume hos- 
tilities against the French in the province of Gaconda, Letters 
from Suigon of the Ist December announce that the Vitraille 
gunboat, having been sent to that part of the territory, was 
fired at, and two men wounded, In addition, a French battery, 
defended by eighteen mer only, was surprised, and remained in 
the hands of the insurgents until the French soldiers, recovering 
from their first astonishment, charged them with the bayonet, 
aud forced them into the water. Admiral Bonnard being in- 
formed of those facts, addressed a proclamation to the inhabi- 
tants of Gaconda, advising them to return to their duty, if they 
did not want to sce their junks confiscated, and severe reprisals 
executed against them, Siuce then the insurgents had remaincd 
quict, the mass of the population seconding the French in main- 
taining tranquillity.” 

In opening the Legislature on the 12th inst. the Emperor, in 
allusion to China and Cochin-China, said that “There are not 
any countrics, no matter how far distant, where any attempt 
against the honour of France remains unpunished.”

I am sorry to communicate the unpleasant fact that the 
First Chamber of the States General has thrown overboard the 
Colonial Budget by an overwhelming majority, in consequence 
of which Mr. Ubleubeck, the Minister for the Colonies, tendered

his resignation, which was accepted by the King, and the duties 
of the Colonial Office are confided to Mr. Betz, the Minister of 
Finance, till a definite arrangement can be made by the appoint. 
ment of his successor in office. It was on the 29th of Decom- 
ber that the First Chamber, whilst debating on the whole 
Budget for 1863, as passed in its details by the Second Cham- 
ber and sent up to them for their sanction, showed a very 
marked reluctance to confirm the ninth article (Colonial De- 
partment) of the Budget, which was vehemently attacked by 
several members, among whom may be mentioned Messrs, 
Borecl van Hoogelanden, Cremers, Schimmelpenninck van der 
Aye, Hartsen, and Baron van der Heim van Duyvendyke. In 
vain did the Colonial Minister defend the measure, and equally 
in vain did the Prime Minister come to his assistance. Other 
members got up and supported the attack, among whom were 
van Nispen and Viruly, When the division came on the 
Colonial Budget was negatived by thirty votes to four, the latter 
being Van Swinderen, Hartevelt, Cost Jordens, and Sassen. 
Five members (Rysterborgh, van Mceuwen, van den Dries, van 
Eysinga, and van Weel) were absent, and all the other mem- 
bers voted in the majority. The other sections of the Budget 
were all passed without any opposition. The Colonial Minister 
immediately had an audience of the King to communicate to 
His Majesty the result and to tender his resignation, In cons 
sequence of this lamentable failure, the Second Chamber, which 


had adjoured for a fortnight’s Christmas holidays, is again con- 
Yoked and mects to-morrow for the purpose of passing a provi- 


sional law voting temporary supplies for carrying on, the busi- 
ness of the Colonial Department, to preveut any inconvenience 
or interruption in the regular routine of that office, 

Information has been received in this country that the 
Governor-General of Netherlands India has granted a general 
amnesty to all the native princes and chieftains on the South 
and East coast of Borneo, who either directly or indirectly took 
part in the late hostilities to the Dutch at Banjermassing and 
in other districts of the island. The only persons excluded 
from the ananesty are Antassari and his sons, Demang Lehman, 
Amin Ocllah, Soero Patti and his sons, Kiai Djaja Lalana, and 
Goesti Kassan and his sons, 

Royal permission is granted to the Chartered Bank of Java 
to increase their joint-stock capital of four millions of florins by 
a further emission of two millions in shares of 500 florins, thus 
making their working capital six million florins. 

The official Staats-Courant contains the names of two hundred 
and twenty-seven new Burgomasters nominated by the King 
to different communes for the present ycar. 

As there appears to have existed some misapprehension on the 
subject of the duty on pepper in the new tariff, an official ine 
terpretation has been published by the Finance Department in 
the shape of a Minictcrial- Resolution dated 21st December, 
1802, -Nov. 62, ordaining that white, black, and long pepper, a8 
well as cayenne and Spanish pepper, are all included in the 
category of “ Pepper,” and as such are liable to the import duty 
of 14 fl, per 100 kilogr., whilst cubcbs or tailed pepper, being 
used exclusively for medicival purposes, are to be classed {under 
the head of “ Drugs,” which may be imported duty free. On 
the other hand, curry powder, as being composed of a mixture 
of several aromatic ingredients and used only in cookery and ag 
a condiment for made dishes, is to be considered as an article 
of luxury, and placed under the head of “Spices,” which are 
subject to an import duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem 

A contract for the further delivery of 100 kid. of sulphate of 
quinine (su/phas chinicus basicus) for the use of the army medi- 
cal service, has been awarded to Messrs. J. Mouton and Son, of 
the Hague, their offer of 1174 fi. per pond being the lowest of 
six tenders sent in. 

Contracts for the furnishing 70,000 kilogr. of smoked bacon 
and 60,000 kilogr. of salt meat, in cleven lots, for the use of 
the army and navy in Netherlands India have been eutered into 
by the Netherlands Trading Company on behalf of the Colonial 
Department. The successful competitors were W. H. Korts for 
five lots, L. van Winkel two lots, C. van der Straaten two lots, 
the remaining two lots being awarded to W. Kranenborg and Co, 

During the month of December the number of vesscls that 
arrived in this country from the Far East was 14 (against 10 in 
November and 48 in October), of which 5 discharged at Am- 
sterdam and 9 at Rotterdam, Eight brought cargoes for the 
Company and six for the private trade. Five came from 

Batavia, three from Tjilatjap, two from Passaroeang, one from 
Samarang, one from Sourabaya, one from Macassar, and one from 
Padang. 
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‘Another work has appeared in India, called “Sketches of 


Military Life in Netherlands India,” by Major A, W. Weitzel 
(published by J. Noorduyn and Son, of Gorinchem), giving a 
description of the expedition to the Lampongs in 1856, But it 
is not confined to accounts of strategical evolutions, though 
principally intended for military readers, as it contains a lively 
and amusing description of the country and people against 
which the expedition was directed, of the vicissitudes to which 
the author and his companions were subjected, of the manner of 
conducting military operations in the Dutch colonies, and of the 
dangers and difficulties to which tho troops are continually ex- 
posed. ‘This work, which is written in an casy and fluent style, 
will no doubt be read by many with satisfaction, and must con- 
tribute to increase at home the knowledge of the Dutch East 
India possessions, and enhance the respect and gratitude of the 
country to her brave defenders in the Far East. 

A letter from Nieuwe Deep states that on New Year’s Day a 
small howitzer, weighing about 100 Ibs, was found on the coast. 
It was very much honey-combed and corroded by tho action of 
the salt water. The general impression seems to be that it 
must have fallen into the sea at the landing of the British 
troops there in the year 1799. 

At Dordrecht a committee has been formed for the purpose 
of collecting contributions towards erecting a monumental 
statue in that town in memory of the late Duke Bernhard of 
Saxe-Weimar. 

From official tables just issued concerning the trade and 
navigation of Java and Madura in 1861, it appears that the 
value of goods imported there by tho private trade amounted 
to 46,806,060 fl, and goods for Government account 29,838,0808., 
making a total of 76,644,140 fi, being 7,302,728 fl. more than 
in 1860. The exports by the private trade in the same year 
were to the value of 52,998,583 fl., and those of the Govern- 
ment 56,080,769 fl., showing a total of 109,079,352 fl, being 
4,622,873 fl. in excess of the exports of the preceding year. 

Considerable activity prevails in the royal dockyards of the 
Kingdom in consequence of orders being received to fit out for 
immediate service several war-steamers to reinforce the Dutch 
squadrons in the East and West Indics. Among the ships or- 
ered to be put into commission are the steam-corvette Princess 
Amalia, the screw-steamer Metalen Kruis, the paddlewheel- 
steamer Ardjoeno, and five smaller screw-steamers. Your 
readers interested in the Dutch navy will be glad to hear that. 
the Egyptian eye disease that was last year so prevalent among 
both officers and sailors, and which at one period bafiled all the 
scientific treatment of the medical faculty, has now very nearly 
ceased, there not being more than twenty persons in the 
naval hospitals suffering from that mysterious complaint, 

Contracts are invited by the Naval Minister for the con- 
struction, together with tho materials, of floating docks in 
Netherlands India, for the use of His Majesty’s chips. Pre- 
ference will be given to a Dutch establishment. Further par- 
ticulars to be obtained on application to the Naval Department 
at the Hague.

COMMERCIAL. 

Corree.—Since the departure of the last mail this article has not only 
remained firm, but the tone of the market has undergone a decided 
improvement ; and purchasers who bad been deterred by the present high 

rices from operating to any extent, see now that it is hopeless to wait any 
longer, and thus ord2rs to buy are coming in from all quarters, which has 
further tended to strengthen the market. Company's gouds, such a3, No. 
9, 21, and 22 of last sale, are in most request, but as they are scarce, higher 
rates must be paid to obtain them. Amongst the sales for the fortnight 
are 2,000 bags of Java ex Kyhduin, 780 bigs of Macassar ex Maria 
Catharina, and 1,300 bags of do. per same ship at different prices, together 
with 3,730 bags of Java ex Vuf Frienden, at from 46 to 50 cents, accord- 
ing to quality, but in all cases at yalues that could not be obtained pre- 
viously. The company’s statistical tables of the deliveries of Java coffee, 
show for 1862 a total of 870,082 bags, against 980,093 in 1861, 955,887 
bags in 1860, 87-1,108 bags in 1859, 1,199,590 bags in 1898, and 812,028 
bags in 1857. The stock of E. I. coffee on company’s warrants i 
121,494 bags, and this must last till the spring sale. Unsold coffee 
company’s werehouses, 257,630 bags, but sevoral cargoes have arrived 
during the last few days, and are now being landed. 

Sucax.—Inactivity continues to prevail in the raw market, and prices 
are still drooping. A slight improvement is perceptible in refined goods, 
and refiners are by no means anxious to sell for delivery at present rates. 
It is likely that as the spring advances the market will further improve. 

Rice.—Market firm, but without animation.- Java table much sought 
after, and full prices paid ; but as there have been no fresh supplies of late, 
stocks nearly run out, and fine qualities difficult to pick up. 

Spicks.—Partly owing to the Christmas holidays the dealings are 
extremely limited, and the market on the whole is remarkably quiet Java 
cinnamon No. 3, is the only article in good demand, but there is scarcely 
any tobe had. Pepper well supported at 21} cents, The deliveries of 
spices in 1862 and present stocks are as fullows :

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OUR POSITION IN JAPAN. 

Tue Japanese are a wonderful people. They have proved 
more than once that they posscss that invincible energy, and 
that power of sacriticins self-interest for what they consider the 
common good—which mark the eecds of greatness in a nation. 
The revolution just accomplished, is one of the most extra- 
ordinary in the annals of history. Yedo is not a nominal capital, 
employed as such for purposes of official convenience. It doesnot 
exist simply as the seat of the Government of the Tycoon, On the 
contrary, it is a vast city, rich in all the appliances of life—a 
city containing within its boundaries the residences of more 
than three hundred feudal princes, each of whom boasts a large 
number of retainers. What Paris is to France, Yedo is to 
Japan. No wonder, therefore, that we have been anxious from 
the first to have our interests protected by a British Minister at 
the capital; and no wonder, too, considering the opposition 
always shown by the Conservative party to intercourse with 
foreigners, that this advantage has been so often covertly re- 
sisted. Again and again measures have been taken to make 
the place too hot for us; but we venture to say that no man, 
however versed in Eastern politics, could ever have predicted 
that the Japanese would depopulate Yedo, and deprive it of all 
its glory, in order to thwart the aims of the foreigners. This 
great and bloodless revolution only proves more clearly: than 
ever, what indeed has been obvious for some time, that the 
power possessed by the Government of the Tycoon has long 
been waning, and thatit is now virtually extinct. Our treaty 
with Japan has been a blunder. We have been fairly out-witted, 
and the concessions we have recently made will be regarded hy 
Japanese politicians as unquestionable proofs of our weakness, 

Meanwhile, the excitement causcd by this revolution has 
served as an admirable pretext for doing nothing to avenge the 
death of poor Ricitarpsox. ‘The Tycoon, it is said, has con- 
fessed his inability to punish the offenders, and if, as is 
rumoured, he is requested to abdicate, his successor entering 
upon office with diminished powers and without the respon- 
sibilities attaching to the present Tycoon, will not be likely to 
afford us any assistance or compensation. We take it for 
granted that our Government will make the most ample 
demands for the punishment of Sninapzoo Sanuno, aud that 
if these demands are not complied with, we shall show by some 
yigorous act that every Englishman who, on the strength of 
treaty rights, visits the open ports of Japan, goes thither pro- 
tected by his country. It would be easy to punish Satsuma, 
and we might do this without involving ourselves in a war with 
Japan, We sincerely trust that we may escape that alternative ; 
although Sir Ruruwerrorp ALcock thinks that it is a 
necessity, unless we withdraw from the country altogether. There 
still remains, however, one course open to us. We must carry 
our claims to the Court of the Mixapo and have our treaty 
ratified by the Experor in person. If this cannot be accom- 
plished, our position in Japan will continue to be one beset with 
ditficulties and dangers. Our countrymen at Yokuhama are 
evidently alive to the peril of their position. Recent events 
have proved in the plainest possible way how insecure that 
position is. Yet English pluck and resolution are equal to 
almost any emergency; and we are glad to see that a Rifle 
Corps has been formed for the defence of property and life. 
‘We have no doubt that * the Yokuhama Volunteer Corps” will 
speedily attain efficiency, fur the members of it, having an imme- 








diate purpose to accomplish, will be inclined to throw a double 
energy into their drill. 

British policy in the present day has changed with 
the spirit of the age. The energetic and warlike measures 
which delighted. our grandfathers cannot be resorted to 
by the Government of Lord Paumerston. There is no: 
doubt that if the circumstances which have recently 
occurred in Japan had taken place during the rule of the 
elder Pitt a fleet would have been forthwith despatched from 
England to inflict condign punishment on the offenders, In 
those days, too, supposing the position of other Powers in the 
Far East to be what it now is, we should have become rapidly 
convinced of the necessity of establishing a counterpoise to the 
progress of France in Cochin-China, and to the stealthy advances 
of Russia; the islands of Japan would then have been regarded 
as a magnificent prize, to which, after the manifold provocations 
received, we were honestly entitled. ‘The difficulties of the un- 
dertaking would have been over-looked ; the justice of the cause 
would not have been questioned; no Manchester politician would 
have opposed the votes of Parliament, and thus for the sake in 
the first place of revenge, and in the second place of territorial 
aggrandisement, this country would have plunged into an un- 
certain struggle with a brave and independent nation. We 
have turned over a new leaf in politics. Instead of wishing to 
annex territories, we are rather disposed to give up some of our 
old acquisitions. We have just now refused the gift of a king- 
dom, and eo modest aud sensitive are we becoming that the 
right of the mother country over her own colonics has been 
seriously questioned. Tempora mutantur et nos mutamur in 
illis ; but though we are changed, the policy of Russia and of 
France in this respect is the same as it ever was, and it is im- 
possible to blind ourselves to the difficulties which may crop up 
in the future, should France obtain command of the valley of 


the Cambodia;and Russia establish a naval footing in the Japanese 
waters. 





THE BiSHOP OF LABUAN AND MR. SPENSER 
ST. JOHN. 

In the last chapter of “ Life in the Forcsts of the Far East,” 
Mr. St. Joun wrote in a very depreciatory tone with regard to 
missionary labours in Borneo. lis whole statements in that 
chapter were intended to implicate the head of the Mission, and 
we can scarcely wonder that the Bisitop has endeavoured, ina 
reply, to defend his official and personal character. This reply, 
addressed to the Rev. Ernest Hawkins, is now before us, 
together with A Vindication” of his statement by Mr. St. Jony, 
published in the form of a pamphlet. Mr. St, Joun is a clever 
writer and a most enterprising traveller, but his qualifications 
for judging of the success or non-success of a Mission may well 
be questioncd. Many points on which he touches must be re- 
gnvtled as matters of opinion, and it is enough to say of them 
that the Bishop of Lanuan takes one vicw, while his critic 
takes another, The controversy proves indeed that the Mission 
has not been so outwardly prosperous as its friends in England 
might wish, but Mr. St. Joun’s attempts to point out the 
causes of failure are by no means satisfactory. One of Mr. Sr. 
Jouy’s complaints was that the Mission should have been 
established at Kuching instead of at San Pro or Siniawan, to 
which the Bismop replies, and in this statement he is corro- 
borated by the Rajah Muda, that the position was fixed upon 
by Sir J. Brooke himself ; and adds, as his own opinion, that 
“there is no other position in the territory of Sarawak which 
“would serve as a centre for the Society’s Missions.” Mr. 
Sr. Jonn answers in this instance, as in many others, by a flat 
contradiction, saying, “Sir Jamzs Brooke recommended an- 
“ other aud a belter position for the Mission,” the present site 
having been chosen and fixed upon by the Bisuor himself. A 
reference to the Rasan will decide this point. “The head 
“ Mission at Kuching,” says Mr. Sr. Joun, “docs not much 
“influence the missionary work. Kuching is a town almost ex- 
 clusively composed of Mahommedan Malays and Buddhist 
“Chinese; and the ouly effect of establishing the Mission 
among the former is to have rendered them more zealous Ma- 
“‘hommedans. Before the arrival of the clergy the Mosque 
“ was nearly deserted, now it is crowded.” The Bisior answers 
that the Mission has several pupils, Chinese, Malay, and Dyak, 
entirely removed from heathen influence, and that these could not 
have been obtained in any other place. He might have said, 
too, that the reviving zeal of the Mahommedans was in itself 
a proof that the Mission was exercising “‘ much influence,” since 
the honest inculeation of truth almost invariably produces a 
temporary revival of error. 
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A serious charge is brought against the Bisnop with 
regard to the secession of Missionaries, for which 
Mr. St. Joun accounts as follows :—‘Too often men, other- 
‘* wise estimable, when they are placed in authority become 
‘© overbearing, coarse in their manyer towards subordinates, 
“hasty in temper, uncertain in arrangement, and ungenerous 
“ to the foibles of their associates ; and if to these unfortunate 
* qualities be added a systematic disparagement of the work 
“ done by others, unwarranted expressions about their neigh- 
** bours, and continued and unnecessary absence from their posts 
* on trifling pretexts, much injury must be done to the Missions 
‘placed under their care, aud would account for the 
* failure of many.” In making this charge Mr. St, Jostn does 
not mention the Bishop of Lasvay, yet, it is perfectly obvious 
that it is directed against him. He has therefore replied to it 
seriatin. It will scarcely be credited that in his “ Vindication” 
Mr. Sr. Jon falls foul of the Brstor for having “ recognised 
“ the likeness, and so placed its fidelity beyond dispute ;” and 
adds, “he resented what he might have despised, and applied 
“to himself what he need not have acknowledged.” This is 
simply ridiculous. The Brsnop would not have possesed com- 
mon seuse if he had not seen that Mr. Sr. Jony’s statements 
were directed against himself, and none can blame him for at 
once coming forward to meet them openly. Let us see how he 
does this. That several Missionaries have Ivft their post is 
certain, and this may well be regarded as a most unfavourable 
circumstance ; but, Mr. St. Joun having seen very little of the 
Mission of Jate years, is, says the Bistiom “ equally unjust and 
incorrect ” when he imputes this defection to his treatment 
of them. He then mentions each case in which a Missionary 
has withdrawn from the missionand endeavoursto explain the cause. 
There is only one of these cascs to which it is necessary for us to 
refer. Speaking of Mr. Cox, a Catechist, the Brsirop writes :— 
“ His leaving the Mission was owing to Mr. St. Joun himself, 
whose evil influence over the young man while I was in Eng- 
* Jand, in 1853, so shook him, both in faith and morals, that 
“ when I returned in 1854, looking forward to ordain him 
* with pleasure (for I had a great love for him), he told me, to 
“ my grief and surprise, that as he could no longer believe in 
* the Divinity of our Lorp, and doubted the Scriptures ; he had 
** made up his mind to leave the Mission and takean appoint- 
“ ment in the Rasan’s service, which was open to him. He 
“ was one of the victims of the Malay conspiracy in 1859; but 
“ before his death he confessed to me, and others, the deepest 
sorrow for the step he had taken, and expressed his great dis- 
like to Mr. St. Joun for having caused him to do so.” Mr. 
Sr. Joun extracts this passage in his “ Vindication,” and adds, 
* Tf it can be proved to be true, I should be untit for the com- 
“* pany of honest men?” He then states in refutation of the 
assertion—* I conversed with My. Fox frequently, as one man 
talks with another, upon a varicty of subjects, " T listened to 
* his religious views, and I spoke of my own; but that 1 ever 
influenced him for evil I deny; and if I ever influenced him 
© at all it was by the force of reason and truth.” Weall know 
the story of the man who defined orthodoxy as his “ doxy ” and 
heterodoxy as his opponent’s “ doxy,” and we are reminded of 
it by this charge on the part of the Brsuoe and by Mr. St. 
Jony’s indignant denial. We may safely acquit Mr. Sr. Joun 
of having corrupted his friend’s morals, but if he did influence 
him, as he says is possible, “ by the force of reason and truth,” 
and thus led him to renounce his faith in the Divinity of our 
Lorp and in the Scriptures, we can qnite understand how the 
Brsuwor regarded his influence as “evil.” The letters which in 
defence of his conduct Mr. Sr. Joun produces from Sir 
James Brooke, from Mr. Cuartes Jonnsoy, and from Mr. 
Cuartes T. C. Grant, do not greatly affect the real point at 
issue, Sir James Brooke says he could not condemn Mr, Sr. 
Joun’s morals without condemning his own, that he is sure he 
would not influence any one for evil, and that Mr. Fox’s morals 
were quite on a par with those of other gentlemen ; Mr. Joun- 
son is equally sure that Mr. Sr, Joun “never had any 
demoralising influence” over Mr. Fox, who was “strictly an 
honourable, amiable, and good man to the last;” and Mr. 
Grant is also “ quite sure that there is no foundation for the 
charge that you corrupted Fox, and were the means of his 
leaving the Mission.” Sir James Brooke and Mr. Grant 
add, and their statements are certainly in favour of Mr. Sr. 
JouN, that Mr. Fox had doubts on cerlain points of doctrine 
before entering on the Mission, and that whatever doubts he had 
on matters of religion were entirely his own; while Mr. Jouxson 
is certain that such an idea as wishing to return to, or repenting 
of having left the Mission, never entered his mind. With regard 
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—— — 
to this last mentioned circumstance it is clear that either the 
Bisnor or Mr, Jounson must be in error. The likelihood is 
that the Brswop is correct, as his statement is more definite 
than that of Mr. Jounson ; but it is probable that we shall hear 
more on the subject, which will set the matter at rest. 

The obnoxious charge which Mr. St. Joun brings against the 
Biswop, of having by his own overbearing conduct alienated 
the Missionaries, is one to which the best, and indeed the only 
satisfactory reply would be a denial on the part of the Mission- 
aries themselves. ‘Lwo of these, “the oldest Missionaries, 
except the Bishop in Borneo,” have repudiated in the strongest 
terms Mr. St. Joun’s statement on this point. The Rey. W. 
Il. Gomez says :—“ The defection of Missionaries is a fact to be 
“ deeply deplored, and well worthy of inquiry. Out of all those 
“ who have, during my time, resigned their connection with the 
Mission, I do not know of one who was led to take this step 
“ from any quarrel with you, or interference on your part with 
“ them.” And the Rev. W. Cuamers writes :-—‘ I can assure 
“ you your clergy, and all others under your authority, will rise 
“as one man to deny his (Mr. St. Jomy’s) insinuations as to 
“ your conduct with respect to them, and our brethren who have 
“jeft us.” The gentlemen who have written thus happen to be 
spoken of in high terms by Mr. Sr. Jou, who stated in his 
work that the Borneo Mission had been fortunate in securing 
the'r services, Now, however, the only reason he can assign for 
their wrilin as they have done is “ that from the habit of edu- 
“cation and obedience, a clergyman is averse to condemn his 
“Bishop, or to carry a disagrement with him as his testi- 
“ monial to a new diocese ;” and he then proceeds to rake up 
one or two silly stories worthy of a female gossip rather than of 
a clever man and an-able writer, of how the Bisnop annoyed 
Mr. Gosez in 1858, by removing a few children from his 
school to Sarawak, and how he insulted him “on the tenderest 
point ” in 1856. Mr. Sr. Joun evidently thinks that it would 
have been wiser in the Brstop not to have recognised the por- 
trait he had drawn; the public, on the contrary, will, we suspect, 
consider that Mr. Sr. Jon would have been wiser if he had not 
attempted to defend his statements on the Bornean Mis- 
sion by a “ Vindication.” We have no wish to act as 
the panegyrists of the Bishop of Lanuan ; on the contrary, 
we are quite ready to own that, occupying as he docs an onerous 
and exceedingly difficult position, it is very possible he may 
have been led sometimes astray by errors of judgment, or by 
the failings of natural temperament. Bishop MacpoucaL 
claims no infallibility; and none of his fricnds would care to 
claim it for hin. Mr. Spenser St. Joun’s attack, however, 
instead of doing the Brsttop harm will, we believe, be of ser- 
vice to his reputation. ‘The last chapter of “ Life in the Forests 
of the Far East” contains a violent comment on the Borneo 
Mission, written by a man who confesses that he “ has no prac- 
tienl experience of the management or working of religious 
societies ;” the ‘ Vindication”? ie written by a man who is 
evidently so out of temper that he mistakes abuse for argument. 
The first act was a blunder, the second shows the writer in a still 
more unfavourable light. Happily, however, for Mr. Sr. Jony’s 
fair fame there are few people who will care to expend a shilling 
upon his pamphlet. 








A BRITISH PROTECTORATE IN CHINA. 

Iris impossible to over-estimate the importance of the changes, 
which have recently taken place in our relations with China, 
We have been gradually, but surely, gaining power in that 
empire ; first of all, by the establishment of the Customs In- 
spectorate, and now by the permission to English officers and 
seamen to serve under the Government of Prince Kune. If 
wo administer the finances of the kingdom, and fight its battles, 
it seems easy to foresee that China must ere long sacrifice her 
independence to her safety. But in that strange country things 
often go by contraries, and in judging of it we must not be 
guided by any parallel that may occur to us in European history. 
Certain it is, we have undertaken to fulfil sundry duties towards 
China which may well give rise to much speculation with regard 
to our future intercourse with that country, Other nations, too, 
following our good example, are showing their solicitude for the 
prosperity of the Celestials, and Russia has volunteered to give 
such aid as may be required for the reduction of Nanking. 
Who shall say again that adversity is unfavourable to friend- 
ship? China is in adversity, and yct Russia, France, and Eng- 
land, the three most powerful nations in the world, are all 
standing round the bedside of the sick man, and offering thoir 
professional assistance. Capt. Osnorn will, we have no doubt, 
do his part vigorously and well, leaving it to statesmen and 
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politicians to discuss the possibility of China, by his assistance 
‘and the aid of others, falling gradually under British protection, 
and losing whatever independence it at present possesses. It 
is"cause however for much surprise that the Anglo-Chinese fleet 
and its commander are still iu this country. Not only does this 
dilatoriness inflict an injury on the Government of China, but it 
ig at the same time injurious to our own interests in that 
country. Without doubt, in a case of this nature, promptness 
may be regarded as a cardinal virtue. The following, according 
to the Army and Navy Gazette, are the terms upon which the 
Beamen, mariners, and boys, forming Captain Ospory’s force, 
will sail under him for the East — 


« A very fine body of short-service men-of-war's men are entering, all 
with ‘very good” in every column of their certificates. They will, we 
doubt not, prove an excellent nucleus, upon which we understand Captain 
‘Osnonn hopes to graft native levies of Chinese seamen. The compen- 
sation for wounds is based upon the pension for wounds given to our own 
men; but the grant to widows, mothers, and children, in the event 
of any man being killed in action, is quite a novelty, and we congratulate 
the ,foree upon it, Wages paid weekly while in England, but, when 
abroad, will be paid monthly; the dollar at the same rate as in Her 
‘Maszsry’s navy. Once every quarter men can be furnished with bankers’ 
cheques for any sum they may wish to semit out of their wages. Three 
months’ advance will be paid by advance notes, on the same conditions as 
in'the merchantservice. Provisions on thesame scale #8 in Her Masestv's 
navy, but no savings allowed. Prize-money will be granted ona more 
liberal scale than that of Her Masesty’s navy, but will only be paid on 
discharge from the force and arrival in England. Men invali¢ed will be 
paid three months’ wages, and provided with a passage to England, com- 

mnsation for wounds, &c, ‘The widow, child, or mother of men and boys 
Filled in action will receive the sum of £300. Men or boys losing two 
limbs on service will reccive the sum of men or boys losing one 
limb on service, will receive the sum of £300; other injuries in propor- 
tion. The laws and customs of Her Masesry’s navy will be enforced, 
with the exception of ‘corporal punishment,’ for mich * discharge from 
the force’ will be substituted. Clothing: Men will be expected to pro- 
vide themselves with the established kit previous to receiving their advance, 
and when abroad can supply themselves from the clothing which will be 
kept in store, paying cost price for the same out of their monthly wages.” 




















THE POSTAL ROUTE THROUGH SIBERIA AND 
MONGOLIA, 

We published an account in our late numbers of the journey 
made by Mr, Cuaries MrtcHe.n Grant from Peking to St. Peters- 
burg, and we have now to announce that Mr. Graxt has pro- 
ceeded to St. Petersburg and Kiachta to organise a courier 
route, to be conducted fortnightly, connecting London and 
Shanghai. The estimated time between these two places Mr. 
Grant gives at 25 days. The telegraph from London to Omsk 
is already in working order, aud from Omsk a pony courier is 
to run to Kiachta and Peking, using the post-houses which are 
already in existence all along the line. The distance from 
Omsk to Peking is 4,380 verstes, or 3,000 miles. From 
Peking the despatch bag will-be forwarded on to Tientsin, thence 
to Shanghai by steamer. The expense of this service it is 
proposed to raise from the merchants and the various European 
Governments interested in the China trade. Several of the 
merchants have already subscribed to the undertaking, and 
with their usual liberality have also contributed £500 towards 
the preliminary expenses. Mr. Grant expects to have his 
arrangements completed next March,and to maintain a regular 
fortnightly service to andfro between London and Shanghai. The 
Russian Government, we believe, intend to push the telegraph 
wires on to Kiachta, and every step they mako in this di- 
rection will shorten the time of Mr. Gran1's messages, There is 
also a scheme hatching in Paris for running a railway from St. 
Petersburg to Kiachta (it is already completed for a portion of 
the distance), and from Kiachta it is to strike off through the 
Amoor possessions to Port Constantine, in the sea of Japan. 
From Port Constantine lines of steamers are to connect the 
ports in Australia, California, Japan, China, and India. The 
timo of transit from London to China is estimated at cighteen 
days, and twenty-three to Australia, ‘This looks at present 
rather romantic, but not more so than the prescnt route by the 
Red Sea did when proposed by Wacuory. The promoter of this 
scheme is Colonel Steicu, aretired officer in the English army 
As an illustration of the feats now accomplished by the telegraph 
to Omsk, we quote from a contemporary the following ac- 
count <— 








“ ANOTHER FEAT IN TELEGRAPHY. 

“ On the occasion of the departure of Mr. Cynvs Fiexn, in the Persia, 
for New York, the Submarine Telegraph Company despatched a mes-age 
to their agent at Berlin, desiring him to make arrangements for the trans- 
mission of any item of news from the most distant available station in the 
Russian possessions, in time to meet the Persia at Queenstown. The un- 
derstanding was that such news would, on the arrival of Mr. Frrtp at New 
York, be telegraphed to California, so that, by this means, it would be 
ascertained in what period of time our present telegraphic system would 








allow of a message being transmitted from one to the other extremity of the 
habitable g!obe. The following despatch, transmitted from ‘Omsk by the 
Agent of Colonel Romaxorr, at eight a.m. on the 2lst Dec., was received 
at the central station of the Submarine Telegraph Company, at Thread» 
needle-street, at 9.59 A.M. 
. “* Omsk, 2Ist Dec., 1862, 8 a.m. 

‘Today, Sunday, a portion of the materials have arrived for the 
construction of the line to Lake Baikal.” 

“ This message, the transmission of which, it will be seen, occupied less 
than two hours, was immediately forwarded to Queenstown, and was duly 
received before the departure of the steamer.

LATER NEWS FROM JAPAN VIA SAN FRANCISCO, 


We have repeatedly called attention to the practicability of 
receiving early news from Japan vid San Francisco, and have 
more than once mentioned the reception of such intelligence, 
Last weck we were in receipt of news, by steamer, from Japan 
up tothe 22nd November, a month later than that brought 
by the last Overland Mail. 

Literature. 
—— 

Tt is stated that from the commencement of December, 
1861, to the end of November, 1862, the press of this country 
produced no less than 4,828 new books, including reprints and 
new editions, The highest number, 942, were religious works, 
the lowest number, 60, represents the books devoted to com- 
merce ; of works of fiction, 925 appeared, of poctry and 
gencral literature, 673. It is interesting to remark the class 
of books most in demand by the reading public. ‘Thus we find 
that Mr. Murray sold last ycar 30,000 copics of “ Dr. Living- 
stone’s Travels” at a guinea a-piece, and 10,000 more at 
six shillings. Messrs. Longman and Co. sold 4,000 copies of 
Sir J. Emerson Tennent’s “ Ceylon,” at 50s. cach copy. 
Messrs. Trubner and Co, disposed of 800 copicsof Ravenstein’s 
“Russians on the Amoor.” Of religious works it is noteworthy 
that 5,000 copies of Roundell Palmer’s Book of Praise” were 
disposed of in little more than a month. Of the “ Essays and 
Reviews” 20,000 copies were sold, while of the reply published 
by Mr. Murray, entitled “Aids to Faith,” 7,000 copies were 
purchased by the public. Tho same publisher disposed of 
6,500 copies of Dr. William Smith’s large and expensive work 
«The Dictionary of the Bible.” The sale of works of fiction 
was very extensive during the year. Messrs. Chapman and Hall 
sold more than 100,000 copies of “Nicholas Nickleby,” and 
140,000 of “ Pickwick ;” 28,000 copies of “Tom Brown's 
School Days,” and 9,000 of Kingslcy’s “Westward Ho !” 
were sold by Messrs, Macmillan and Co, Historical and bio- 
graphical works had also a large sale, Of Motley’s “ History 
of the United Netherlands,” 4,000 copies were sold, 3,000 of 
Earl Stanhope’s “Life of Pitt,” 2,000 copies of Rawlinson’s 
“History of Herodotus,” and 55,000 copies of Mr. Smiles’s 
“Self-Help.” Finally, of Macaulay's “History of England,” 
Messrs. Longman and Co. sold the amazing number of 267,000 














volumes, 
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Blackwood’s Magazine for January contains a most able and 
apparently official article, entitled “Progress in China.” ' It 
igs written with considerable clearness and tact, and the writer 
manages to say a great deat in a comparatively small compass.

THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA. 


The India Board have intrusted the entire superintendence and control 
of the whole plan to Colonel Patrick Stewart, R.E., as well known for 
his services during the Indian mutiny as for his labours in connection with 
telegraphs throughout India. This gentleman has chosen Sir Charles 
Bright and Mr. Jatimer Clark, electrical engineers, for the undertaking 
and for submerging the line. Every detail is now arranged, and the work 
begun, and before this aay twelvemonth we shall have our news every 
morning from India. Colonel Stewart haa himself during the last two 
heed travelled through ard examined the various overland routes which 

ave been from time to time suggested for a part of this line across the 
Turkish portions of Asia Minor. One of these has been selected from 
the greater ease with which land lines are erected and kept in repair as 
compared with submarine wires, and also because along at least three- 
fourths of the route the Turkish Government have already established and 
keep in admirable working order a telegraph from Constantinople to 
Bagdad. This land line runs from Scutari on the Besphorus across 
Asia Minor to Disrbekir, thence to Mossul (the ancient Nineveh), and 
thence to Bagdad. 1t happens, however, that over the broad tract of 
country which intervenes Setweod Bagdad and the head of the Persian 
Gulf, along which the submarine cable to India is to be laid, various pre- 
datory tribes of Arabs claim a sovereignty, and fight for it with more or 
less success, and over these lawless vagabonds of the desert the Porte has 
about the same control as Sir Joshua Jebb enjuys over his ticket-of-leave 
men. Always quarrelling among themselves, they agree only on the une 
point of disobeying and defying their nominal lord the Sultan. These 
people will require skilful handling, and the land line from Bagdad will 
most probably be taken alongthe frontiers of Arabia, through the territories 
Of the most powerful of the tribes, who are able to protect it against all 
comers, and whom a subsidy of £1,000 a-year will at once render most 
willing. By this route, fora length of some 300 miles, it will pass to the 
head of the Persian Gulf at the broad estuary which marks the junction 
of the Tigress and Euphrates—an eastern township called Shatel Arab. 

It is not intended however, to rely solely upon this route. Another 
Jand line will most probably be taken from’ Bagdad over the frontier of 
Persia to Teheran, thence to Ispahan, and so on by Shiraz down to the 
shore of the Persian Gulf at Bushire. Thus, even in case of the Arabs 
ever proving refractory, there will always be the land line through Persia 
to Bagdad, and so on'to Constantinople and England, From the estuary 
at Shat-el-Arab tle submarine portion of the line is to be laid in three 
sections ; for, though the length of the whole is only 1,010 miles, yet the 
Government have most wisely determined to avoid the dangers which 
always beset telegraphy through long deep-sea routes by making no less 
than three breaks at the stations at which the cable will be landed. The 
first length will be from the head of the Persian Gulf at Shat-el-Arab to 
Busbire, a distance of 170 miles, along which the cable will be submerged 
in from 20 to 25 fathoms of water. The next length will be from Bushire 
to Mussendom, a bold, desolate, stony headland on the coast of Arabia. 
This section will be 440 miles long. and submerged in from 3C to 35 
fathoms of water. The third length will be from Mussendom to Guaddel, 
a small city on the Mekran coast, on the frontier of the Kelat territory, 
‘This portion will be 400 miles long, and laid in from 40 to 50 fathoms of 
water. From Guaddel, a short length of lend line is now almost complete 

along the coast, giving direct communication with Kurrachee, and thence 
all over India.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—In glancing at the results of the past year, the foremost in im- 
portance has been the “ Cotton Famine,” which has 0 materially affected 
the well-being of the manufacturing population, But even this has had 
its compensating features, by enabling the large accumulated stocks of 
manuf ictured goods to be worked off in the different markets at prices 
which have saved very heavy losses to those concerned, whilst it has added 
immensely to the wealth of India and other countries, whence increased 
supplies of the raw material have been drawn. ‘The Treaty with France 
bas given a great impetus to general trade, whilst our exports to other 
countries have also been cnlarged to a degree sufficient in a great measure 
to make up for the decline in the export of cotton goods, the total amount 
for 1862 expected scarcely to fall short of that of 1861. In the 
import trade the profits on cotton have been enormous, but other branches 
have, on the whole, been unremunerative. The home trade has been 
dull throughout. ‘The harvest was only a moderate one, but any deficiency 
has been more than made up by the very large supplies of breadstuffs from 
America and other countries. Money has ruled low the whole year. 
3 per cent. was the rate at the opening, and after declining to 2} and 2 
per cent., it has again risen to 3 per cent., aud witit a moderate demand, 
As regards tea, the great feature this year has been the opening 
of the Russian market to supplies from this country, and with the 
exception of Flowery Pekoe, at a lower rate of duty than by the overland 
route. The duty hac been so moderate as to enable the declers to make a 
very great reduction in price ; thus the demand has been very large, whilst 
the teas have generally vive satisfaction. The total quantity seut we 
estimate at about 12,600,009 Ibs., and we think the trade will continue on 
alarge scale. All classes of Congous and Souchongs have been taken, 
chiefly, however, fine to finest, and common, also ‘Tayshan kinds. The 
demand for tea seems on the increase generally, and our export has reached. 
a total of 27,567,000 Ibs., which has given great support to our market, 
and enabled us to work off an otherwise excessive supply. ‘The growth of 
tea in India continues steadily to increase, and the supplies find a ready 
sale at full prices. As the cultivation becomes better understood, and the 
ditferent sorts arrive in larger and more generally marketable quantities, we 
think the tea will assume a high position, as it is very suitable for home 
consumption for purposes of admixture. From Japan also our 
supplies are on the increase, but these descriptions are not appreciated 
for home consumption. During the early part of the year the great scarcity 
of Green Teas made them readily saleable, especially for export to America; 
but latterly the uncoloured kinds have been only in moderate demand, whilst 
the Green Teas, especially Young Hyson, of which our supplies are con- 
siderable, are almost unsalcable, the leaf being generally much broken and 
dusty. We would again point out that the uncoloured sorts require 
briskness and strength to render them suitable for home use, whilst the 
Green Teas will require to be assimilated to the China kinds to brin, 
them into favour. ‘The market opened with a large general demand bot 
for home consumption and export, Green Teas aud Oolongs being taken 
largely for America, whilst the anticipated opening of the Russian 
markets also tended to impart confidence, thus the whole of the large 
arrivals at the beginning of the year were absorbed at very full prices, 
It continued very firm but few Huctuations in Black Tess until 
about the middle of March, when prices gave way for medium Teas 
about 1d. to 2d. perlb., which brought ia buyers; the prices of Green 
‘Yea varying from time to time according to the extent of the export 
demand. ‘The opening of the Russian market, in April, led to large trans- 
actions in fine Monings and Wopaks at an advance of about 2d. per 
Ib,, and strengthening the market for second class grades of these de- 
scriptions, whi'st on the other hand the lowest qualities, under 1s. 8d. per 
Ib,, were heavy of sale at lower prices. The market remained very firm 
up to to the end of June, the very large deliveries for export helping 
to sustain prices. During the latter haif of the year there was much less 
activity, owing to the comparatively small selection of good to fine Teas 
for export, whilst the distress in the North began to affect general trade, 
and prices for all common to medium kinds continued to decline. At 
the end of September the first ships with the new Kaisows arrived, but 
the quality, with but few exceptions, was generally disappointing, whilst 







































J the prices asked were so high’ as to check business, only a tew finding 


buyers from 2s, 3d. to 9s. 10d. per Ib., but further arrivals coming to 
hand sales were made at a decline of about 3d. per Ib., which has only 
been recovered in the very finest kinds.

known at this period ofthe year. Green ‘Teas were fairly supported, except 
for common to fair Young Hysons, of which our supplies are excessive, 
and which are only saleable at very low rates. The market closed with a 
dull appearance, the quantity afloat being very heavy, amounting to 
50,977,000 Ibs. against 30,400,000 Ibs. last year. It will be seen on 
reference to our tables that the year has been one of great development in 
the tea trade, the increase in imports and deliveries being very marked. In 
the latter the increase is almost entirely in exports, that for home consump- 
tion being about 1,000,000 Ibs. The imports are 106,268,000 Ibs. against 
92,726,000 Ibs, last year. The deliveries, 106,287,000 Ibs. against 
91,550,000 Ibs. last year, and the stock we estimate at 68,360,000 Ibs. 
against 65,384,000 Ibs. last year, but this is exclusive of several million Ibs

Silk, 1,800, and 1,400 ; Canton Silk, 1,450, and 430 ; Chinese Thrown 
Silk, a diminished import of 850 bales, and an increased delivery of 1,230 
bales; Bengal Silk, 180, and 600; Persian Silk, an increased import of 
8,200 ballots, and an increased delivery of 2,820) oallots; Italian Silk, 
150, and 570; Brutia Silk, imports and deliveries remain nearly the same 
as last year. ‘Thus showing an aggregate increase as compared with last 
year of fully ten per cent. in the weight of silk both of the imports and 
deliveries. The aggregate stock remaining in the warehouses is the 
same as last year, a high average, especially as 5,000 bales of China and 
Japan silk are now in course of landing, and prices close twenty per cent. 
above the quotations of last _year—still the new year opens with a buoyant 
appearance. The extent of business done and the amount of the deli- 
veries in the year 1862 has been very large, almost on a par with our 
largest years—but we fear the result has not been satisfactory ; certainly it 
has not been so to our home manufacturers and throwsters, All hope 
of a return to profitable trade vanished very early, and the high 
range of prices and the sluggish nature’ of the demand for 
goods made it one long continued struggle for them. —fmporters have, 
upon the whole, doue fairly well, but to speculators and dealers it has 
been a year of great. opportunities, Starting with moderate prices, the 
downward movement commenced in April and continued-till the beginning 
of May -it had then reached 7} to 10 per cent.—about the second week 
matters began to mend, and when news arrived from America that for a 
day or two induced the belief, or rather hope, of modification, if not 
arraugement of the difficulties, we had recovered the fall of 74 to 10 per 
cent. which had been established, and for a few days the idea was enters 
tained of a further advance, but as the favourable expectations passed away 
sv prices Legan to recede, and the close of June found us again 74 to 10 
per cent. under the highest point. ‘This tendeucy continued till the 
arrival of the new China Silk in August, and the first transactions were 
upon that parity ; but upon receipt of the China telegram early in Sep- 
tember of very large settlements and large shipments for the overland 
route, a further fall of 5 per cent. was established. This extreme de-

commence the year, notwithstanding the quiet trade and small deliveries of 
December. The arrivals of January, we expect, will be heavy, probably 
12,' 00 to 14,000 bales China and Japan silk, but after that there is a strong 
belief that they will be light for the remainder of tlc season as two-thirds of 
the supposed total will then have come forward. The importation of 
foreign manufactured goods has been again very large, exceeding even the 
enormously increased quantity of the preceding year, frequently coming in 
large parcels and frequently at prices considerably under cost, making us 
the consumers of the produce of those looms which would ordinarily have 
been working for America, In China silk the supply has not been of a 
satisfactory character, the better classesboth of Tsatlee and Taysaan always 
very scarce, and the quality and size of thread of the medium and lower 
classes leaving much to be desired. ‘The proportion of Haineen and 
Yuun-fa has been scarcely maintained - this class is still appreciated 
for the size of thread and the” unfortunate position of our Throwsters 
continues to induce them to put up with its comparatively bad working 
walities, but it has scarcely supported its proportionate price. Chinese 
thrown silk remains entirely ouf of favour, although it has shared to some 
extent in the improved prices from the extreme depression. The deliveries 
show an increase upon last year and the stock a considerable reduction, 
still it ranks far below its former position in the scale of prices. Canton 
silk shows a considerable increase in the importations and deliveries, but 
it has only been in the last five months that we have received the bulk of
